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ALABAMA’S NEGRO YOTE 


Difficult Task Set Before the Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


Demand that White Supremacy Be As- 
sured Is Attended by the Danger 
of Nullification.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 8.—The Con- 
stitutional Convention now-in session in 
this city is in the best sense a representa- 
tive body. The intelligence of the people 
of the State is represented in its composi- 
tion, and it has thus far shown a disposi- 
tion to approach the performance of the 
delicate and difficult task intrusted to it 
with judgment and deliberation. It is not 
@ political body, in the sense of represent- 
fing a machine. It has no ‘fixed policy to 
carry out, and is not under the direction of 
a “boss.’’ Its members realize the serious 
character of their work and are disposed to 
make as few changes in the organic law of 
the State as will meet the requirements of 
the case and give the people of Alabama a 
Constitution which they can agree upon as 
satisfactory and sufficient. The whole 
spirit of the convention is conservative, but 
it is understood that the people of Alabama 
will not ratify its work if the political 
status of the negro is not so well defined as 
to remove him from his present position as 
@ menace to the supremacy of the white cit- 
igen in the control of State and local af- 
fairs. 

In other respects the interests of the 
people demand that the Constitution shall 
be amended in many of its essential pro- 
visions. The present Constitution was 
adopted under the stress of peculiar con- 
ditions. It became operative in December, 
1875, immediately after the close of the 
period of negro and “ carpetbagger’”’ rule 
which followed reconstruction. To throw 
off the incubus of negro control had pro- 
foundly disturbed the State and rendered it 
difficult to arrange its affairs on a-basis 
broad enough to be permanently satisfac- 
tory. Negro misrule had. burdened the 
State with debt, and the disposition of the 
framers of the 1875 Constitution was to 
place somewhat sharper restrictions and 
limitations upon the power of the Legis- 
lature to make liberal appropriations for 
public purposes than the present conditions 
demand. Many new and important issues, 
especially those relating to public .schools 
and the education of. the negro, have since 
become of paramount local interest, and it 
is not only desirable but necessary that the 
organic law of the State shall be amended 
in the respects in which it stands in the 
way of the progress of the State. , 

As to the restriction of the franchise to 
exclude from the right to vote the mass of 
ignorant and mercenary negroes who can- 
not be trusted with the privileges. of full 
el hip, and who showed their inca- 
pacity for the proper use of the ballot 
when they had it, a Constitutional amend- 
Ment was necessary. The result could not 
be. attained as in some other States by 
legislative enactment, for the reason that 
the existing Constitution prescribes that 
“no educational or property quaHfication 
for suffrage or office, nor any restraint 
upon the same on account of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude, shall be 
made by law.” Under the head of “ Suf- 
frage and Elections”’ the present Consti- 
tution is even more specific. It says: 


THE PRESENT RESTRICTIONS. 


Every male citizen of the United States, and 
every male person of foreign birth who may 
have legally declared his intention to become a 
citizen of the United States before he offers to 
vote, who is twenty-one years old, or upward, 
“ possessing the following qualifications, shall be 
an elector, and shall be entitled to vote at any 
election by the people, except as hereinafter 
provided: 

First—He shall have resided in the State at 
least one year immediately preceding the elec- 
tion at which he offers to vote. 

Second—He shall have resided in the county for 
three months, and in the precinct of ward for 
thirty days immediately preceding the election 
at which he offers to vote; provided, that the 
General Assembly may prescribe a longer or 
shorter period of residence in any precinct in 
any county or in any ward in any incorporated 
city or town having a population of more than 
5,000 inhabitants, but in no case to exceed three 
months; and, provided, that no soldier, sailor, 
or marine in the miiitary or naval service of 
the United States shall acquire a residence by 
being stationed in the State. 


Those who may not vote are persons con- 
victed of crimes punishable by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, insane persons, 
and idiots. . 

Why, in view of the experience of the 
preceding ten years, the framers of the 
Alabama Constitution of 1875 embodied in 
it so emphatic and gratuitous an echo 
of the Fifteenth Amendment I have tried 
im vain to learn. The best explanation is 
that at that time the negro vote was still 
formidable and might have defeated the 
Constitution on the referendum had it been 
omitted. However that may be, the sub- 
séquent suppression of the negro vote by 
the familiar process of ‘ bulldozing’’ did 
not admit of being done under color of law, 
and the habit of manipulating the returns 
to make them shoW whatever the managers 
of the Democratic State and local organiza- 
tions wanted shown, while effective in mak- 
ing the negro vote of no value and dis- 
couraging registration, so effectually de- 
moralized the party in power as ‘to bring 
out the protest which has focalized in the 
demand for a Constitution under which the 
purity of the ballot can be restored ard 
the right of the white man to divide guat- 
anteed. 

The negro has not been so effectually 
eliminated from the political equation that 
he has ever ceased to be a-potential men- 
ace to the wellbeing and prosperity of the 
State. If twenty-five, fifty, or a hundred 
thousand negro votes are “needed to ac- 

, complish a political purpose, that number 
of votes is always possible, and the means 
of counting them would present no diffi- 
culty to those in charge of the election 
machinery. The methods by which the 
megro has been held in temporary sup- 
pression partook of the character of an act 
of revolution; but, as John B. Knox, Chair- 
man of the convention, said in his address 
on, assuming the chair, ‘‘A people cannot 

ways live in a’ state of revolution. The 
comes when, if they would be a free, 
happy, and contented people, they must 
return to a constitutional form of govern- ° 
ment.” 
A MOST DIFFICULT TASK.

There are a few who favor the course 


known as “ taking the bull by the horns,” 


which in this instance is understood to 
‘Mean nullification of the Fedéral Constitu- 


pn. They would frame a Constitution 


yhich shall in so many words 
© negroes as a race and defy 
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Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments. 
The advocates of this policy insist that the 
most that Congress can do is to limit the 
representation to the numerical strength 
of the white vote, which is fair enough, 
considering the fact that the negro is not 
now represented, although counted for pur- 
poses of representation. More thoughtful 
Students of Constitutional law, however, 
are of the opinion that the risk involved in 
a@ procedure so revolutionary is much 
greater than the advocates of nullification 
understand. 

Ex-Gov. Jones, one of the most influ- 
ential delegates to the convention, has 
pointed out that Congress has the unques- 
tioned power not only to reduce representa- 
tion in a State which, in contravention of 
the Fifteenth Amendment, denies the ne- 
gro as a negro the right to vote, but to de- 
clare that such State has not a republican 
form of government, and proceed by such 
corrective legislation as it might deem 
fitted to the circumstances to ‘“‘ guarantee "’ 
to citizens the rights of which they are 
deprived, even to the extent of overthrow- 
ing the existing State Government and dis- 
placing from office those elected under 
void suffrage provisions. The obvious rea- 
sonableness of this view of the matter has 
impressed the members of the convention, 
and relegated the impracticables to a posi- 
tion where their influence is restricted. 


COMPROMISE IS FAVORED. 


So far as it is possible at this time to 
forecast the conclusions of the convention 
on the suffrage question, the remodeled 
Constitution will probably contain several 
provisions which it is expected will bar 
out the great mass of the illiterate negro 
yote without bearing too heavily upon the 
illiterate white vote. The provisions most 
likely to be favorably considered are an 
educational qualification, a property quali- 
fication, the payment of the poll tax, and 
what is known as ‘“‘the grandfather 
clause,’’ under which all who were entitled 
to vote in 1867 and their descendants, with- 
out regard to either literary or property 
qualifications, may vote now. No recast 
of the franchise provisions will be likely 
to receive favorable popular consideration 
which does not secure the ballot to at 
least forty and perhaps fifty thousand 
negroes, and leave a way open by which 
a majority of those temporarily disqual- 
ified can attain the suffrage by industry, 
thrift, and a respect for the laws. I have 
no doubt that most of the delegates would 
be very glad to see-a way to temporarily 
disfranchise the entire colored population, 
even though this action was followed by 
legislation opening the door to those fitted 
to enter upon the rights and privileges of 
citizenship. This being impossible, I think 
I have as correctly forecasted the probable 
action of the convention as can be done at 
this time. 

One of the interesting features of the 
week was the receipt and the respectful 
reading and immediate printing of a me- 
morial from the representative negroes of 
Alabama. The memorial is a dignified and 
temperate document, and made a good im- 
pression. It is understood to have been 
drafted by Prof. Booker T. Washington 
of Tuskeegee. 

After a brief review -of the situation in 
the State, as seen from the negro point 
of view, the memorial coficludes with the 
following significant reminder of the duty 
of the convention not only to the black 
but to the white citizens: 


Any law which will. merely change the name 
and form of fraud, or can be interpreted as 
meaning one thing when applied to one race and 
something else when applied to another race, 
will not in our opinion improve our present con- 
dition, but may unsettle the péace and interfere 
with the thrift of our péople and decrease the 
wealth and prosperity of Alabama. 


It will probably be a month before the 
work of the convention is finished.

CLUBHOUSE FOR VASSAR MAIDS. 


Students Want to Erect a Building 
for College Servants.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 8.—The 
Students Association at Vassar is consider- 
ing a proposition to raise $20,000 for the 
erection and endowment of a building to be 
used as a clubhouse by the maids. There 
are nearly two hundred chambermaids, 
waitresses, and dining-room girls employed 
at Vassar. It is thought their social condi- 
tion will be improved if they are provided 
with a place where they can meet, con- 
verse, and look over the periodicals and 
books of the day. Dr. Taylor and other 
members of the Faculty are quoted as hav- 
ing approved of the scheme, and a commit- 
tee of students has charge of the matter, 
and subscription blanks are now in circu- 
lation. One of the students said: 

“If we can raise enough money to build 
the clubhouse, it will prove a great blessing 
to the maids, and give them opportunities 
for social gatherings and improvement that 
are not now possible. It seems eminently 
appropriate that the movement should orig- 
inate among the students, who enjoy the 
benefit of the work done by the large force 
of efficient maids; but it is hoped that 


many others will take an interest in a work 
of such great practical value.”’ 


HESSIAN FLY IN NEW YORK. 


Discovered in Ontario County and Has 
Ruined Wheat in That Section.

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CAPT. N. H. HALL HONORED 


Brevetted as a Major in Spite of 
Charges of Cowardice. 


This the Latest of a Series of Flattering 
Vindications This Officer Has Re- 
ceived Since Chinese Campaign.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—The Secretary 
of the Navy to-day approved the recom- 
mendations of the Naval Board of Awards 
concerning médals of honor and letters of 
commendation to a number of officers and 
men of the navy and Marine Corps who 
distinguished themselves during the cam- 
paign in China. 

The list includes Capt. N. H. Hall, against 
whom charges of cowardice during the Pe- 
king siege had been made. He is awarded 
a brevet as Major. Secretary Long's ac- 
tion did not go outside of the China recom- 
mendations, and he will not pass upon the 
Santiago medal until the return of Assist- 
ant Secretary Hackett. 

The action of Secretary Long in approv- 
ing the recommendation of the board of 
awards that Capt. Hall be brevetted for 
bravery is the last of a series of flattering 
vindications which that officer has been 
receiving ever since Minister Conger first 
charged him with cowardice. It is un- 
derstood that Minister Conger did little 
more than forward charges which were 
in effect made by another person, although 
he appears to have sanctioned them, 

The specific recommendation of the board 
of awards was that Capt. Hall be bre- 
vetted Major from Aug. 14, 1900, for dis- 
tinguished conduct in the presence of the 
enemy at the siege of Peking from the 
20th of June to the 14th of August, 1900, 
both dates inclusive. This is the period 
during which, according to Capt. Hall's 
women enemies ‘in Peking, he\was guilty 
of cowardice. 

The full story of the intrigues at Peking 
during and after the siege has not yet been 
told. It is known, however, that jealousy 
existed between some of.the women in the 
legation compound. Capt. Myers had al- 
lowed his men to salute the women. When 
Capt. Hall succeeded to the command after 
Myers was shot, there were a number of 
trying vigils resultant on Chinese attacks 
on the legations at night. 

The marines were almost worn out for 
lack of sleep. After a while Hall deter- 
mined that his men should rest every min- 
ute of the time that they could, and should 
not be roused from their sleep to salute the 
women when the latter came out for a 
stroll. 

The first time one of the women came 
out Hall allowed his men to continue rest- 
ing. The woman demanded a salute, and 
Hall refused to make his men get up. She 
refused to accept his explanation that they 
needed rest, and was convinced that it was 
an exhibition of partiality for another wo- 
man. The result was that charges of cow- 
ardice were trumped up against Hall, who 
was fighting night and day in defense of 
the women. 

When Gen. Chaffee arrived in Peking, 
Hall’s enemies insisted on having these 
charges carried to him. The General had 
them investigated and dismissed them. 
Nevertheiess, the charges were sent to 
Washington, ahd as Hall’s enemies were 
persistent in spreading stories about his 
cowardice, Gen. Haywood of the Marine 
Brigade aetermined to have the matter dis- 
posed of finally. 

He hecorcingly had a court of inquiry or- 
dered, which completely vindicated Hall 
and declarea that he was the victim of per- 
secution hy the woman of the legation. 

The other honors approved by the Secre- 
tary are as follows: 

Ensign G. T. Pettingill, United States Navy— 
Letter of commendation for his skill, courage, 
and efficiency at the battle of Tien-Tsin. . 

Ensign A. H. McCarthy, United States Navy— 
To receive a very highly commendatory letter 
from the Navy Department for his skill, courage, 
and good judgment, in handling his vessel, the 
United States gunboat Calamianes, in the Agu- 
san River. Mindanao, Feb. 26, 1901, and the suc- 
cessful carrying out of the object of the expedi- 
tion. The board ‘‘ regrets that, under the law, 
no greater reward can be given this promising 
young officer. His exhibition of professional 
skill and nerve upon this occasion appeals most 
forcibly to its favorable consideration.’’ 

Major George Richards, United States Marine 
Corps—To be brevetted Lieutenant Colonel from 
Tuly 13, 1900, for distinguished conduct in_the 
presence of the enemy at the battle of Tien-Tsin. 

Capt. N. H. Hall, United States Marine Corps— 
To be brevetted Major from Aug. 14, 1900, for 
distinguished conduct in the presence of the 
enemy at the siege of Pekin from the 20th of 
June to the 14th of August, 1900, both dates in- 
clusive. 

Capts, Philip M. Bannon, B. H. Fuller, Charles 
G. Long, and First Lieut. Robert F. Wynne—To 
be commended in general orders for their gallant, 
meritorious, and courageous conduct in the battle 
of Tien-Tsin. 

The list also includes thirty-seven non- 
commissioned officers and privates, who 
are awarded medals of honor and letters of 
commendation for distinguished conduct 
during various stages of the siege of Pe- 
king, chiefly in erecting barricades under 
heavy fire. 


BIG INCOME FROM TRUSTS. 


New Jersey’s Tax on Corporations 
Will Reach $2,000,000—Steel Trust’s 
Assessment, $63,750.

TRENTON, N. J., June 8—The State 
Board of Assessors have made a partial 
statement to the Controller, which fur- 
nishes a basis upon which to calculate the 
income of the State of New Jersey from 
the coroprations organized last year. 
This tax is payable before July 1. The 
first schedule represents 3,994 corporations. 
The great Steel Trust alone will pay a tax 


of $63,750. The second schedule can only 
be anticipated, but it will amount to 
enough to bring the total franchise tax of 
the State up to about $2,000,000—the highest 
it has ever been.

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TORNADO KILLS TWELVE. 


Oklahoma Swept by a Severe Storm and 
Much Property Destroyed. 


ENID, 0. T., June 8—The severest 
storm in years swept over the Territory last 
night, a gale arising at 10 P. M. which, by 
1 A. M., was blowing at tornado speed. At 
Billings, Noble County, seven persons were 
killed and many severely injured. A cloud- 
burst occurred near Hennessey, Kingfisher 
County, and Kingfisher City suffered se- 
verely. 

In Blackwell three persons were killed. 
The town of Eddy, twelve miles southwest 
of Blackwell, was almost destroyed. Two 
persons were killed and several injured. 


In Tortkawa two church buildings and 
about thirty residences were damaged. 
Twelve houses were torn down and blown 
away. The Salt Fork River is full of 
wreckage. 


FEW RECESS APPOINTMENTS. 


‘President Will Let Incumbents Whose 


Terms Expire Hold Over Until

Where a Postmaster is to be reappointed 
the President will let him hold over until 
Congress meets, This will be the case with 
thousands of Postmasters.

SHOT FIRED IN RAID /PLANS OF STEAMSHIP TRUST. 


LED BY FRANK MOSS 


Lawyer Made a Midnight Descent 
on a Policy Shop. 


He Accuses Capt..Cooney of Delay in 
Disarming the Occupants—The 
Prisoners Taken. 


During a raid made at midnight on an al- 
leged policy shop in the basement of 211 
West Twenty-eighth Street, one of the men 
in the place fired a shot from a revolver. 
Capt. Cooney of the West Thirty-seventh 
Street Station was asked by Frank Moss, 
one of the raiders, to order the crowd in 
the place to lay down their arms. Accord- 
ing to Mr- Moss, Capt. Cooney refused at 
first, but finally complied with the request. 

The raid was made by Supt. McClintock, 
of the Society for the Prevention of Crime; 
Frank Moss Counsel of the Society, and 
Agents Bauman, Lightenberg and McClel- 
lan, assisted by Capt™ Coomey and three 
patrolmen, in plain clothes, from the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station. 

Superintendent McClintock and Mr. Moss 
went to the West Thirty-seventh Street 
Station and, displaying five warrants, asked 
Capt. Cooney to send three men to ‘the 
Twenty-eighth Street house.- The three 
agents were already in the baseme hav- 
ing entered for the purpose of particMating 
in the game, 

When Superintendent 
Mr. Moss arrived at the house they were 
armed with crowbars and waited for .the 
appearance of Capt. Cooney and his men. 
They then brcke in the door leading to the 
place, and, accompanied by Capt. Cooney 
and the policemen, entered. Inside they 
found between twenty and thirty white and 
colored men. The game was found going 
on in a rear room. 

As soon as the raiders made their ap- 
pearance there was a rush for the door, 
but escape was prevented. Some one then 
fired a shot into the ceiling. 

The warrants which had been issued by 
Justice Jerome, calling for the arrest of 
“John Doe and Richard Roe and families,’ 
were then served, and five men were taken 
into custody. 

The raiding party then took possession 
of a quantity of paraphernalia, including 
two blackboards, several revolvers, black- 
jacks, and razors, and with their prisoners 
started to the station house. 

Here the prisoners described themselves 
as Charles Baldwin, white, clerk, of 25 
Rivington Street; William Francis, white, 
cook, of 486 West Twenty-ninth Street; 
John Beeswax, colored, clerk, of 151 West 
Twenty-fourth Street; James Henry, white, 
clerk, of 66 Second Avenue, and Albert 
Grand, white, clerk, of 316 West Twenty- 
seventh Street. They were locked up, 
charged with keeping, aiding, and abetting 
a. gambling house. ‘ 

The building where the raid occurred is 
a three-story brick structure, the upper 
floors being used as a boarding house. 

Capt. Cooney said that he did not oredr 
the men in the place to lay down their 
weapons because he did not see any. He 
said he was there to serve any warrants, 
but was not there to be ordered about by 
Frank Moss. 

The Captain said that if a shot was fired 


he believed it was fired by one of Moss's 
men. 

r. Moss said the place was an envel- 
ope game and had been under suspicion 
for some time. He commented upon what 
he said was the strange unwillingness 
“apt. Cooney showed to render assistance. 

When Mr. Moss went to the station house 
and asked for the three men the Captain 
was very anxious to find out where they 
were going before he would call them. 

When Mr. Moss would not tell, he de- 
manded the warrants, and these were 
shown to him, but gave him little satisfac- 
tion, because they did not state the number 
of the house to be raided. 

A carriage was waiting for the men, but 
Capt. Cooney positively refused to allow 
the policemen to get into it, and said they 
would walk. Mr. Moss told him, he says, 
that that was apt to defat the raid be- 
cause their procession would attract atten- 
tion, and tHe Captain finally consented to 
separate the party, and walked with Mr. 
Moss, the others going on the opposite side 
of the street. 


TWO EAST SIDE RAIDS. 


Inspector Thompson and Capt. Walsh 
Make Many Prisoners in Alleged 
Disorderly Houses.

Two places, one an alleged disorderly 
house and the other an alleged gambling 
house, on the lower east side were raided 
by the police last night, the raids taking 
place about midnight. 

Inspector Thompson, with six of his men 
and Capt. Albertson of the Delancey Street 
Station, raided an alleged gambling house 
at 108 Broome Street. The place was form- 
erly a ground floor flat, but has been con- 
verted into,a café. 

The alleged gambling was going on in 
small rear rooms of the flat. Policemen 
were set to watch in the rear of the house, 
and others guarded other entrances, and 
then the main body of officers marched into 
the rooms, Inspector Thompson being in the 
van. He shouted that it was useless for 
any one to try to escape, and it was. 

The inmates rushed around like fright- 
ened sheep and pandemonium prevailed for 
a few minutes, but the police soon corraled 
their prisoners and coynted them. They 
had the alleged proprietors, Charles Gob- 
berman and. Morris Schap, and twenty 
others who were supposed to be merely 
patrons. 

Capt. Albertson accepted bail for most 
of the twenty, but refused to accept any 
bondsmen for the alleged proprietors. A 
large quantity of furniture, cards, and 
chips were taken by the police. 

Capt. Walsh of the Eldridge Street Sta- 
tion, with several of his men, captured 
twelve prisoners, seven women and five 
men, in an alleged disorderly house at 46 
Delancey Street. All were locked up and 
Israel Samachowitz was charged with being 
the proprietor of the place.

BALTIMORE, June 8—Through Balti-

NEWSGIRLS UNDER 16 BARRED. 


Philadelphia’s Mayor Signs Ordinance 
to Keep Them Off the Streets. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 8.—Mayor Ash- 
bridge this morning signed the ordinance 
recently passed by Councils prohibiting 
girls under sixteen years of age from ped- 
dling on the streets. The ordinance prohib- 
its ‘‘ the vending of flowers, matches, and 
newspapers or any other articles by girls 
under the age of sixteen years upon any of 


the streets of Philadelphia.” A _ violation 
will be punishable by a fine of $5 for each 
offense, to be collected before any Magis- 
trate ‘‘as like penalties are now by lé 
collectible.” 

The ordinance is directed chiefly against 
newsgirls who have been staying on the 
streets until very late at night. Around 
the City Hall a large number were every 
day in evidence and their importunities to 
passers by were annoying. 

The promoters of the movement declare 
that the ordnance is wholly for the good of 
the children. 


Germans Think They Are Produced 
Artificially and Experiment with 
the Ordinary Fruit.

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Consul Hughes, 
in his report to the State Department sent 

from Coburg Apri) 26, 1901, says: 

“There is a great demand in Germany 
for the so-called ‘Italian blood orange.’ 
The popular idea here is that this fruit is 
colored, not by nature, but by injections 
of some artificial vegetable dye. To dis- 
cover the truth or fallacy of this belief, 
several well-known German chemists have 
been experimenting, first, to find out from 
the blood orange itself if its color is.due to 
artificial means, and, secondly, to change 
the common Italian orange into a blood 
orange by injections of different kinds of 


coloring matter. The experiments, how- 
ever, have not been attended with suc- 
cess. 

‘““It was found that no single injection of 
any solution would color more than one 
part of the orange, and that if several in- 
jections were made the fruit was likely to 
decompose very quickly. The theory was 
then advanced that the coloring was pro- 
duced by watering the roots of the trees 
with a blood-red vegetable solution. It is 
needless to say this experiment was as 
barren of results as the first.” 


TENNESSEE STUDENTS SHOOT. 


Fire Upon Policemen Called by College 
Authorities to Quell Disorder. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., June 8.—Students 
of the University of Tennessee and five 
city policemen last night had a fight here, 
in which numerous shots were exchanged 
without any one being wounded. The fight 
was the result of the efforts of the police 


to quell disturbances frequently made by 
students with cannon. 

The police were asked by the universit 
commandant to stop the disorder. This 
enraged the students, and they attacked 
the policemen, firing revolvers at them 
from behind trees on the campus, and 
showering them with stones. Quiet was 
not restored until after midnight. Another 
battle is feared by the police authorities.

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RUSH FOR CHARTERS 
FOR STREET RAILROADS 


Approval of New Pennsylvania 
Laws Causes Many Applications. 


To Make Thirteen Charters Granted 
Operative Philadelphia’s Council 
Will Do Some Remarkablé 
Legislation.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 8—Gov. 
Stone signed the Traction Ripper bills at 
11:59 Friday night, and at 1 o’clock this 
morning calls were issued for three special 
sessions of the Select Council, one special 
session of the Common Council, and one 
executive session of the Councils’ Joint 
Committee on Street Railways. 

Select Councilman James P. McNichol 
saw the Governor sign the bills and left 
Harrisburg an hour later to take personal 
command of the machine members in City 
Councils. He summoned President Miles 
of Select and President McCurdy of Com- 
mon Council, Chairman Upperman of the 
Street Railways Committee, and Charles 
Seger, the recognized leader in Select 
Council, with Clerks Mflligan and Fellona. 

They were ordered to locate a clear ma- 
jority of the members of the Councils iden- 
tified with the administration and notify 
them that they are expected to “ go along” 
with the record-breaking programme un- 
der which the “ rippers ”’ will be “ ripped 
through the municipal Legislature. 

The words “Go along” are interesting 
in this connection, as they mean that the 
members of the Councils must vote for tha 
ordinances as party measures instead of 
voting for or against them as personal in- 
terests might dictate. 

The thirteen special ordinances needed 
to make the franchises granted to the Phil- 
adelphia Syndicate at Harrisburg opera- 
tive will be introduced at a special session 
of the Select Council, to be held on Mone 
day afternoon. The Street Raitway Com- 
mittee will report them favorably at a 
second special meeting of the Select Coun- 
cil on Tuesday, and on Wednesday the 
bills will pass the upper branch finally. 
On Thursday the Common Council will 
concur in all the measures, and Mayog 
Ashbridge will sign them on Friday. Ali 
of this will be done in strict accordance 
with the rules of the Councils and the laws 
of the State. No such proceeding has ever 
before been carried through in this city, 
and there is now not the slightest reason 
for expecting a hitch in this remarkabie 
prograinme. 

Five of the thirteen roads chartered at 
Harrisburg to-day will be surface lines; 
two subways, and six will be elevated roads 
if they are ever built. At this moment 
only the five surface roads are regarded ag 
practical. The proposition now involves 
$7,178,000 capital, but the sum will be in- 
creased on the basis of $100,000 a mile for 
the first surface roads and $300,000 a mile 
for the others. 

The New York bankers said to be intere 
ested in the project are Kuhn, Loeb & Co, 
and Moore & Schley. The same men who 
are back of the Asphalt Trust are back of 
this enterprise. e best-known of the 
Pennsylvanians. back of the deal are Unit- 
ed States Senators Quay and Penrose, 
James M. Guffey, Henry W. Oliver, Judge 
Reed, President of the Philadelphia Com- 
pany; Thomas S. Bigelow, Richard R. 
Quay, John M. Mack, Congressman Foed- 
erer, and the Mellons of Pittsburg. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., June 8.—It was of« 
ficially announced at 10:48 o'clock to-day 
that Gov. Stone had signed the Emery 
and Focht Rapid Transit bills under yes- 
terday’s date, but the rush to take out 
charters at the State Department for street 
railways under the two bills began before 
it was officially announced that the meas- 
ures had been signed. 

Over 100 applications were filed between 
7 and 10 o'clock this morning, and it is 
expected the number will be doubled in the 
next forty-eight hours. Several Harrisburg 
law firms have been working preparing 
applications day and night since the final 
passage of the bills on Wednesday. 

Secretary Griest announced this afternoon 
that charters had been issued to thirteen 


street railway companies to operate in 
Philadelphia and suburbs. The names of 
the incorporators and the routes of the 
een ines were not made public.

NEW STATION FOR CHICAGO. 


$3,000,000 Structure Will Replace the 
Van Buren Street Terminal. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, June 8.—Chicago will have a 
new 43,000,000 passenger station to replace 
the Van PBuren Street structure now used 
by the Lake Shore, Rock Island and Nickel 
Plate Railroads. Construction work is to 
begin this Fall. When completed, the build- 
ing will be ten stories in height, with an 
umbrellalike train shed and eleven tracks 
abreast. The trains using the station-will 
come in on a level with the present Union 
loop tracks, baggage, express, mail, and 
operating rcoms will be on the street level, 
and the immense waiting room, with broad 
entrance to the train shed, will be reached 
ty stairs. 

Another feature of the change in the ter- 
minal station will be the hauling of all 
trains out of and into the city by electric 
motors, engines being disearded on the 
Rock Island Road at Blue Island, and the 
trains of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, and the New York, Chicago and 
St. Louis Road dropping their locomotives 
at Englewood, where they join the main 
line into the city proper. Vhile this. step 
has not yet been positively ‘settled by the 
managers of the roads interested, plans for 
this change are under way, the object being 
to-keep the new railway station free from 
the smoke of locomotives.

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JUDGE FOSTER GRANTS 
JURY FOR EXCISE GASE 


Decision May Have a Bearing on 
Trials of Police Officials. 


Opposition of the District Attorney Calls 
Forth’Some Criticism from the 
General Sessions Judge. 


Judge Warren W. Foster, in the Court of 
General Sessions, handed down a decision 
yesterday which it is expected, may have 
an impertant bearing upon the plans of 
the District Attorney to bring various po- 
lice officials to Arial before the Justices of 
Special Sessioris. 

In granting a jury trial to Felix Cornyn, 
charged with violating the excise laws, 
which under the code is a misdemeanor, 
the Judge said that transfers from the 
Court of Special to General Sessions could 
be made only when it appeared ‘* reason- 
able’ to a Judge of the Supreme Court or 
of General Sessions that the defendant 
should have a jury trial. 

Justice Beekman, he said, defined “ rea- 
sonable’ in these cases as ‘‘ where there 
are exceptional features in the case which 
render ii, desirable and proper that the ac- 
tion should be tried before a jury rather 
than before the Justices of Special Ses- 


sions.”’ 
In the excise cases Judge Foster holds 


that the severity of the penalty prescribed 
is such that the offense, medsured by its 
punishment, amounts almost to a felony. 
Asked if his decision would apply to ap- 
plications for the transfer of the cases of 
any police officials who might be held for 
trial in Special Sessions, Judge Foster re- 
plied that if ‘‘ exceptional features rendered 
{t desirable and proper ”’ he would without 


doubt order such transfer. 

District Attorney Philbin was especially 
interested in the excise matter, and under 
his instructions Assistant District Attor- 
ney James Lindsay* Gordon had vigorously 
opposed the granting of previous similar 
notions. A delegation of liquor dealers tried 


ineffectually to swerve him from his posi- 
tion. Judge Foster's decision in the case 
is the second instance of a decision by him 
adverse to the wishes of the District At- 
torney. The first instance occurred last 
week, when he refused to resubmit several 
policy complaints thrown out by the Feb- 
ruary Grand Jury to another inquisitorial 
body. 

JUDGES HAD DECIDED DIFFERENTLY 

In Ceciding to transfer the liquor cases, 
Judge Foster followed his usual course 
and that ordinarily pursued by Judge New- 
burger. Recorder Goff and Judge Cowing 
invariably refused to transfer. Judge Mc- 
Mahon, on the contrary, always trans- 
ferred, up to last month, when he declined 
to make similar transfers when the Dis- 
trict Attorney opposed them, 

At that time he stated that the Court of 
Generel Sessions should be given to the 
trial of felonies in préference to misde- 
meanors, and that the Court of Special 
Sessions could dispose of such cases more 
rapidly. He declared also that excise cases 
would tend to clog the calencars of the 
courts, would fill the prisons with those 
awaiting trial, and would place additional 
burdens on the Grand Jury and hamper 
the work of the District Attorney in many 


ways. 

In his decision yesterday, —- Foster 

Li 

“Our law, in its regard for thé rights of 

the accused, assures a jury trial in felony 
cases vhere serious consequences may fol- 
low a conviction, and this right is guaran- 
teed by the Constitution of this State and 
of the United States. In petty cases (mis- 
Gemeai:ors) a defendant in this city and 
county may not, as of right, have a jury 
trial except when it appears ‘ reasonable’ 
tu a Judge of this or the Supreme Court 
that he should have it. 

“The constitutionality of the Court of 
Special ‘Sessions with its exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over misdemeanors has been upheld by 
the Court of Appeals, and therefore will 
not be touched on here. However, it may 
be observed in passing that throughout this 
State, excepting only in the City and Coun- 
ty of New York, a jury trial is granted to 
defendants in the Court of Special Sessions 
even in these petty cases. I have never 
been able to understand why an inhabitant 
of this imperial city should be denied what 
is accorded, as a right, to the humblest 
rustic. Violation of the excise law is pun- 
ishable more severely in this city than else- 
where in the State, because the ‘ property 
right’ involved is greater. 

“Whatever we may think of the moral 
effect of the business of ‘selling spiritous 
liquors’ the fact remains that under our 
law it is as legitimate as the baking of 
bread, and those engaged in it are the 
equals of any before the law.”’ 


PENALTIES FOR EXCISE VIOLATIONS. 


Punishments for violations of the excise 
law, the Judge then says, in this city, are 
far more drastic and severe than is re- 
quired for most felonies or is provided or 


permitted for any other misdemeanors. 
The maximum punishment for a misde- 
meanor is one year’s imprisonment and a 
fine of $500. For the *‘ misdemeanor” of 
excise law violation the law provides a 
discretionary puniscment of one _ year’s 
imprisonment, a fine of $500, an obligatory 
penalty of forfeiture of the license, which 
costs $800, a possible penalty of $1, 600 under 
the non-violationaebond, and in addition 
to all this provides that a violator, for five 
years after conviction, may not again re- 
sume his vocation of liquor selling. 

“Thus, though the Legislature calls such 
a violation a misdemeanor,”’ continues the 
Judge, ‘‘ the punishment which is the true 
test stamps the crime as more. To my 
mind, therefore, it is reasonable that these 
defendants shall have a trial by jury. Nor 
can the fact, if it be a fact, that juries, as 
has been suggested, will probably acquit 
defendants charged with such violations 
be urged with force as a reason for denying 
this popmeiion. 

“If the law for the punishment which 
is chatted for its violation so offends the 
senses of justice of the community that 
juries will even violate their oaths to 
acquit, where the evidence of _ is con- 
vincing, I can only regret it. o my mind 
it is not reasonable to refuse a jury trial 
for such a reason. 

“IT am aware that the District Attorney 
opposes this motion, but no facts what- 
ever and no argument which I deem reason- 
able or valid is advanced in support of his 
contention. I must, therefore, adhere to 
my former decisions and remove these 
cases.’ 

The Judge’s ruling did not apply to bar- 
keepers and employes —— e penalties 
prescribed are not so great. 


~ CRITICISM OF DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

The policy cases which Mr. Philbin wished 
re-submitted were dismissed by the Feb- 
ruary Grand Jury.

MRS. McKINLEY’S CONDITION. 


Doctors Issue a Bulletin Saying It Is 
More Hopeful—Friends Send Her 
Birthday Presents, 
WASHINGTON, June 8.--Mfs. McKinley's 
physicians were in consultation about two 
hours to-day, and 
complete statement of the true character of 
the illness from which she has been suffer- 

ing was.issued. 

Such a statement has been promised from 
time to time, and whilé in San Francisco 
it was said that the President desired a 
fuller announcement of the nature of Mrs. 
McKinley’s illness given to the public. 
But for one reason or another it has been 
withheld up to the present time. ~The 
bulletin is as follows: 

‘Mrs. McKinley’s illness has been a 
blood infection, r@sulting from periostitis 
of the index finger, (bone felon,) which be- 
gan in Los Angeles, and which was prompt- 
ly treated by incision. The subsequent con- 
dition of exhaustion was due to the same 
blood infection associated with a severe 
diarrhea. She improved, however, and was 
brought home in comfert and without loss 
of strength. 

‘The principal cause of “anxiety in her 
case since her arrival in Washington has 
been an acute endocarditis, (inflammation 
of the lining membrane of the heart,) in- 
volving the mitral valve, the result of the 
same blood infection. This does not appear 
to be progressive, and thgre has been an 
improvement in the diarrhea and in her 
general condition. Mrs. McKinley’s_ case 
at the present time presents a more hope- 
ful aspect. 

The physicians’ report has encoura ed 
Mrs. McKinley's friends very much. o- 
day was her birthday, and many beautiful 
flowers and gifts were left at the White 
House for her. 

When Dr. Rixey left the White House at 
11°20 to-night, after a visit that extended 
over two hours, he said: ‘‘Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s condition is the same as reported this 
morning. She has rested very comfortably 
to-day. Therc has been no material change, 
though ‘possibly there has been a barely 
perceptible improv ement. She is now sleep- 
ing soundly.”’

COIN FOR - PHILIPPINES. 


Director Roberts Tells of Plans for Pro- 


posed Mint at Manila. 


DENVER, June 8.—George F. Roberts, 
Director of the Mint, was interviewed here 
to-day regarding the proposed establish- 
ment of a mint at Manila. 

‘“‘I have heard nothing about the matter 
since the adjournment of Congress," said 
Mr. Roberts; ‘‘but I know that the War 
Department is obtaining all the information 
possible on the subject. Army officers seem 
to favor the establishment ef a mint at 
Manila, and an effort to substitute Ameri- 
can coinage for the Mexican now in gen- 
eral use. There is considerable opposition, 
however, 4s it is certain that an attempt 
to push the American dollar and redeem it 
in gold would precipitate commercial dis- 
turbances that might result in disaster. 
Secretary Gage is opposed, and I am in- 
clined to think this plan will not be adopt- 
ed. 

“Two plans have been proposed. The 
first of these is to establish a free mint 
at Manila for the making of a Philippine 
dollar interchangeable with the Mexican 
dollar and redeemable at a fixed price in 
gold. Under this plan producers of silver 
would sell their product to establishments 
having trade relations with the East, which 
would have it coined at the Manila mint 
and put in circulation. This is the plan 
adopted by the British Government, which 
coins an Indian dollar that is circulated 
trom the Straits Settlements, and has so 
far been successful in competing with the 
Mexican dollar and the rupee, 

“The second plan is to coin a ‘token 
dollar,’ about the size of the Mexican dol- 
lar, With enough less. silver to prevent it 
from going to the melting pot or out of the 
country, interchangeable with the Mexican 
dollar and redeemable in gold equally with 
Mexican coin.”’

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A STEEL TUNNEL LAUNCHED 


Enormous Pipe Run Off the Ways 
Like a Ship at Crescent Yards. 


Is 250 Feet Long, 12! Feet in Diam- 
eter, and Was Built for Use 
as an Aqueduct. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ELIZABETHPORT, N. J., June 8—A 
novel feat of marine engineering was accom- 
plished here at noon to-day at high water 
in the Crescent Ship Yard, when a 250 foot 
tunnel, measuring 124% feet in diameter 
and weighing over 1,000 tons, was launched 
into the waters of the Arthur Kill. The 
tunnel, which was built of steel, was 
launched from ways, ship fashion, both 
ends of the giant pipe having been fitted 
temporarily with water-tight bulkheads. 
After the launch the tunnel remained float- 
ing and was towed to a wharf of the ship- 
yard, where it will remain for a month, 
when it will be towed to the new electrical 
power house now being put up at Thirty- 
ninth Street and East River by the Edison 
Company. There the tunnel will be sunk 
twenty-three feet under water and will 
serve aS a huge &queduct to lead water 
from the river to a condensing plant of 
the company. 

No little fear was expressed by the engin-* 
eers jn charge of the launching that some- 
thing unforeseen in the strange experiment 
might wreck the structure\itself or cause 
damage to a number of war ships and sub- 
marine torpedo boats building within range 
of the great pipe. The launching, however, 
went off without a hitch. The great pipe, 
like a monster sea serpent, began to glide 
for the water promptly at 12:30 o'clock, 
the hour set for the launching. At that 
time several thousands of persons, em- 


ployees of the yard and outsiders, were 


asembled te discuss the chances of an ac- 
cident. 

Out in the middle of the stream, with a 
line hitched to the tunnel, lay the tug Brie, 
ready to take charge of it the instant it 
went overboard. The end of the tunnel 
nearest the water was provided with a tem- 
porary wooden cutwater, as it was feared 


the firgt end of the tunnel would bury itself 
far un@er the surface before the other end 
could Clear the ways. 

As the thing began_to glide a shout went 
up from the crowd. Faster and taster went 

e strange ship, the grease smoking from 
her ways. As she struck the water the 
crowd was breathless. But nothing un- 
usual happened, The tunnel glided down 
the ways and struck the water like a to- 
boggan shooting down a chute. Never was 
there a ship launched more smoothly, and 
Engineer Frederic Martin Landé, who was 
in charge of the work, and who had refused 
to allow any of his own men to risk them- 
selves on the tunnel as it shot down the 
ways, Was congratulated by many col- 
leagues who had come to visit the experi- 
ment. 

The work on the tunnel was begun at the 
Crescent Shipyards ten months ago, the 
owners being Knight & Landé, engineers 
and contractors. he tunnel is exactly the 
same as the one erpueased to be built under 
the North River fore the project of a 
bridge was thought of seriously. It consists 
essentially of two tunnels, one within the 
other, the inner one being of three feet less 
diameter than the outer one, thus leaving 
an annular space of eighteen inches be- 
tween the two shells. his space was in- 
tended to be filled with concrete, the same 
to form a tunnel in itself OF the time the 
quarter-inch steel of the shell had been de- 
stroyed by rust. 

In the case of the \tunnel launched to-day, 
only half of the total quantity of concrete 
was in place, the ided being to supply just 
sufficient to insure the tunnel floating on 
a keel without —— on its axis. 
Loaded as the tunnel was, it drew five feet 
of water, and was as even and steady on its 
theoretical keel as a ship could be. 

At the new power house of the Edison 
Company the work of building a pile foun- 
dation to support the tunnel has been going 
on for some time. Twenty-three feet under 
the surface of the river piles have been 
driven and sawed off to an even_ bed. 
When the bed is ready the tunnel will be 
towed to the spot, and will be floated over 
it, being held in place by guide piles. Then, 
through doors left in the top of the tunnel 
for that purpose, the remaining space be- 
tween the skins of the tunnels will be filled 
with concrete. This finished, water will be 
let in through the bulkheads, and gradually 
the thing will sink into place, Once lo- 
eated, divers will go down and remove the 
bulkheads. 

Engineer Landé said after the launching: 
‘“T am confident now that the North River 
could be tunneled for something like $4,000,- 


000. Lengths, or sections, could be made, 


1,000 feet yond All the lengths could be 
built at the same time, thus finishing the 
work in the shortest space of time. In my 
opinion the present experiment now happily 
accomplished will be the forerunner of a 
new scheme to tunnel the North River 
not only the quickest time, but also at t 
lowest possible rate “i cost.”’

THE SCENE AT MOUNT HOPE 


Gens. Hawkins, Greene, and McAlpin 
Pay Tributes to the Regiment’s 
Response in War. 


The cornerstone of the Block House 
Memorial Mcnument, to be erected ,to the 
memory of the members of the Seventy- 
first Regiment who lost their lives through 
the war with Spain, was laid yesterday in 
Mount Hope Cemetery, Westchester Coun- 
ty. The regiment, 650 strong; many of its 
veterans, and distinguished guests were 
present at the ceremonies. 

The regiment gathered in the armory, in 
East Thirty-fourth Street, and the “ as- 
sembly’ was called at 1:45 P. M. The 
members were in fatigue uniform. The col- 
ors were Graped in mourning for Adjt. Gen. 
EB. M. Hoffman. The command was di- 
vided ints) ten companies and two battal- 
lons, Col. W. G. Bates commanding. Major 
W. H. Linson was at the head of the First 
Battalion, and Capt. J. H. Wells com- 
manded the Second. 

The command left the armory at 2 o'clock 
and headed by Fanciulli’s band went to the 
Grand Central Station by Thirty-fourth 
Street, Fifth Avenue, and Forty-second 
Street. Here was ready a train in two sec- 
tions, one of ten and the other of six cars. 
Accompanying the regiment were the mem- 
bers of its veterans’ Association, tea vy 
the President, Col. A. H. Francis. Among 
the veterans was the regiment's old civil 
war commander, Col. H. P. Martin.

of the platturm. Gen. McAlpin, in opening 
the ceremonie referred to the object of’ 
the assemblage, and said: 

““Too well do you know the war history 
of the Seventy-first Regiment for me to 
dwell upon it here. Sufficient to say that 
when the call to arms came it was _ the 
first an answer ‘Here.’ From San Juan 
to Montauk you know the tale—ever ready, 
ever willing, suffering, buffeted and criti- 
cised, not complaining, anxious for duty, 
looking for service, all for country. 

* Alas, how easy to forget the past and 
those that have gone in the bustie and 
hurry of daily living; ever to-day, to-mor- 
row, but yesterday—ah, ‘tis gone. But we 
have met here to-day to tell for all time. 
that gratitude lives, memory speaks, and 
love lingers, and that there is the wish and 
desire in our hearts that the unselfish de- 
votion of those men, who laid aside every 
personal consideration in the prompt re- 
sponse to their country’s call, and in her 
service gave their all, that those may ever 
be an example to us, our children, and our 
children's children.” 

Chaplain Edgar Tilton, Jr., offered prayer, 
and after the band had played Chopin's 
Funeral March Gen. Hawkins was intro- 
duced. He alluded to the call to arms af- 
ter the destruction of the Maine, and paid 
a warm tribute to the members of the 
Seventy-first, reviewing its career in the 
campaign and-the action of July 1, 1898. 
Speaking of the last roll call, he quoted: 

Theirs not to reason why;

Underlying the enthu- 
siasm of the moment, he said, there was 
the fervor of a sturdy race eager to avenge 
a@ wrong. ; 


GEN. GREENE’E ADDRESS. 


Gen. Greene was cordially greeted. 
said in part: 

“This regiment has the proud and abso- 
lutely unique record of having been en- 
gaged in the first great battles of each of 
the two wars which have taken place since 
it was organized. During the war with 
Spain it was the first regiment to arrive 
at Camp Black; the first regiment to leave 
Camp Black, and, together with the Second 
Massachusetts, it was the first volunteer 
regiment in the whole country to take the 


field. After arriving in Florida it was 
brigaded with regular troops in the First 
Brigade-of the First Division of that army 
corps which was to be the first to leave 
the country on foreign service.

HERLIHY TRIAL ON TUESDAY. | 


Evidence Against Accused Captain 
Declared Sufficient to Warrant 
" Proceedings. 


Police Captain John D. Herlihy, whose 
administration of police affairs in the ‘“‘ Red 
Light District ’’ was denounced by Bishop 
Potter, the Rev. Dr. Paddock, and others 
connected with the Pro-Cathedral there, 
will be held for trial in the Court of Special 
Sessions by Magistrate Cornell on Tuesday 
next. This decision was announced yester- 
day. 

The final. papers in the case, now in 
preparation by Deputy Assistant District 
Attorney Gans, will be submitted to the 
Magistrate on Tuesday, and on that date 
Herlihy will be formally held for trial. His 
bail will be fixed at $500. He will be 
prosecuted by Assistant District Attorney 
James W. Osborne, immediately after the 
conclusion of the Kennedy trial. In court 
yesterday the police officer had a bonds- 
man in waiting, expecting to be held. 

Herlihy was acquitted by the old Police 
Board when charges were referred 
against him, and he was transferred to 
the Steamboat Squad, Capt. Titus being 
sent to clean up the ‘“‘ Red Light District.” 
Another complaint was then lodged against 
Herlihy, this time by James B. Reynolds 
of. the University Settlement Society, to 
District Attorney Philbin. Many hearings 
have been held to determine whether or not 
the evidence was sufficient to warrant 
criminal prosecution, and to-day the Magis- 
trate decided that it was. 

Abram I. Elkus and Fred B. House repre- 
sented the accused Captain. Mr, House 
offered to waive examination if the Mag- 
istrate would hold the policeman for trial 
in the Court of General Sessions, before a 
jury, but the Magistrate declined to do 
this. In view of Judge Foster's excise case 
decision yesterday, however, it is thought 
likely that Herlihy’s case may be trans- 
ferred to the higher court. Justice Jerome 
will sit on the Special Sessions bench dur- 
ing the remainder of this month, and the 
next two ensuing.

THE REFORMED CHURCH SYNOD 


Spirited Contest of Factions in Electing 
a Successor to Dr. Samuel M. 


Woodbridge. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, June 8.—An attempt 
of the Synod of the Dutch Reformed Church 
in America at the session to-day to elect 
a. successor in the New Brunswick Theo- 
logical Seminary to the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
M. Woodbridge, developed what promises 
to be a long and bitter fight. Five ballots 
were taken without result. 

The classes of the West are holding out 
for the Rev. Dr. N. M. Steffens, who repre- 
sents the old and conservative factions in 
the Synod. Dr. Steffens ts a graduate of 
Hope College, and has always been a 
stumbling block in the way of those who 
stand for newer ideas in religion. He has 
opposed during the Synod everything that 
suggested change in the liturgy. He re- 
ceived to-day a total of 36 votes. 

Dr. Steffens’s Eastern\rival is the Rev. 
Dr. W. H. S. Demarest of Catskill, N. Y., 
and as Dr. Steffens’s supporters are not 
likely to give way to the latter, the chances 
of a ‘‘dark horse”’ are good. Among the 
names mentioned are those of the Rev. H. 
D'B. Mulford of Rutgers College, and the 
Rev: E. G. Read of Somerville, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Synod. 

The votes in the first two ballots this 
morning were collected in the tellers’ hats, 
This did not suit the ideas of the Rev. 
Joseph Allen of Newark, and he protested. 
‘It would be more dignified,”’ said he, “if 


a collection plate were used.” The sugges- 
tion was adopted and the plates were sub- 
stituted. ‘ a ea . 

The report of the Committee on Baptismal 
Revision was taken up after the balloting. 
The questions, by unanimous vote, were left 
as they were in the old liturgy. The ques- 
tion of changing the answ the ques- 
tfons from ‘* Yes”’ to “I do,” ‘I am,” and 
“T have,’ was taken up. The Rev. W. J. 
Leggett objected to this change, on the 
ground that the old way was simple, and 
the changes were stricken out of the report.

Oklahoma Townsite Speculators Ready 
to Rush for Government Prizes 


When County Seat Is Located. 
Special to The New York .Times. ~ 


FORT SILL, Oklahoma, June 8.—Specu- 
lation as to the location of a town site for 
a county seat has dwarfed all other features 
of the drawing by so-called lottery of Gov- 
ernment lands in the Indian country. The 
prizes in lands will aggregate about $40,000. 
The opening of the Oklahoma lands is set 
for Aug. 6, and the lucky ones will get 
quarter sections adjoining the county seat, 
which has been located about five miles 
south of Fort Sill. 

Government surveyors have been at work 
on the north half of Section 31 Township 2, 
North Range West, and it is confidently 
believed this will be the site of the new 
town. Under the law opening the reserva- 
tion to settlement, the town lots will be 
sold at auction, and the proceeds will go to 
building bridges, improving roads, and 
building a $10,000 Court House. For the 
town site only 820 acres can be reserved. 
This is: an area one-half mile: wide north 
and south and one mile long east and west. 

Representative Flynn is confident that 
the town yet unnamed will be incorporated 
with more than 10,000 imhabitants. A city 
of that popujation cannot be confined to 
one-half of a section of land, and the home- 
steads adjoining it will be platted and 
chosen as additions as soon as they are 
drawn up. It is the probability of drawing 
these fortunes in a’ Government lottery 
that has so excited the Oklahoma specula- 
tors. The section believed to be a county 
seat is admirably adapted for the needs of 
a business town. 

It is on a high piece of ground, with per- 
fect drainage by means of a.natural water- 
way, which runs in a southeastern direc- 
tion, through the town. The Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Ra{lroad will pass on the 
east side of the city limits, within a few 
oo of the eastern boundary of the town 

No names for the new county seat of 
government has been chosen. Representa- 
tive Flynn has suggested that the new 
county be called McKinley, and the town 
Hitchcock, but the officials of the Interior 
Department believe that the President 
would veto any such suggestion. 


MACHINISTS IN CHICAGO. 


New Yorkers at Work There Stopped 
by Local Union—Pullman Men 
to Organize. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, June 8.—Information reached 
Chicago to-day that machinists from New 
York, where men are on strike, were put- 
ting in machinery in this city. Represent- 
atives of the union were detailed imme- 
diately to stop the work and call the men 
out. Officials of the union refused to say 
where the men were at work. It was 
learned later, however, that a machinist 
from the Hoe Printing Press Company of 
New York was erecting a printing press in 
one of ‘the newspaper offices and that he 
had been waited upon and requested to 
stop work. 

A delegation will leave-Chicago to-mor- 
row for Milwaukee, where it is reported 
the men are weakening. Representatives 
from that city, however, who arrived in 
Chicago to-day report everything satis- 
factory. 

A mass meeting of machinists was held 
to-night, when an effort was made to get 
the men in Pullman into the organization. 
One hundred machinists have announced 
themselves ready to form a local union, and 
it is said nearly every machinist in Pull- 
man will get into line. Officials of the 
union say there is no intention to ask the 
men to participate in the strike, and that 
harmonious relations exist between the 
employers and the men. 


LANDING OCEAN PASSENGERS. 


The Government Leaves the Pier Regu- 
lations to the Steamship 
Companies. 

A dispatch from Washington yesterday 
stated that the Collector at New York had 
turned over the whole matter of keeping 
passengers on ocean steamships apart from 
the spectators gathered at the wharf to 
the companies themselves. This, the dis- 
patch said, was done with the concur- 
rence and the approval of the Treasury 

authorities. 

This seemingly unimportant information 
bearing on a subject that has been much 
discussed in the papers has, according to 
many persons concerned, an important sig- 
nificance. The steamship companies were 
notified simply that the Government insist- 
ed upon having a place on the wharf set 
apart for the examination of luggage, from 
which the general public should be exclud- 
ed. 

The steamship companies obeyed the in- 
junction of the Government, as many who 
have gone to the various piers since have 
discovered, so well that the general public 


was no longer allowed any room on the 
piers at all. hen passengers demurred the 
reply was: 

“Well, 
not ours.”’ 

The Government,.in its ruling now made 

ublic, explains that a passenger may stay 
n the inclosure, or stay away, or do what- 
ever he chooses; but that the Government 
will require that no one be allowed inside 
of the inclosure except the owners of the 
luggage and the officers whose duty it is 
to inspect it. 

This is done, it is explained, for the pro- 
tection of passengers who would prefer, 
and have a right to, a little privacy when 
their clothing and effects are opened to 
view on the wharf, as much as for the con- 
venience and expedition of the Govern- 
ment’s business; and that it does not make 
any difference to the Treasury authorities 
whether the companies build a fence, 
stretch a rope, or fit up a waiting room for 
the crowd outside, or exclude the public 
altogether. 

The importance of the dispatch was be- 
littled by the few steamship officials who 
were in towi. yesterday afternoon. A very 

rominent official, who would not allow 

is name to be uSed, said that the subject 
was so old that he wondered that the pa- 
ers printed the dispatch. He admitted, 
owever, that the concurrence of the 
Treasury authorities with the Collector of 
the Port at New York was news to him. 

Gustav H. Schwab of the North German 
Lloyd Line said: 

“Yes, I saw the dispatch, and smiled 
when I saw it. The man who wrote it didn’t 
know what he was writing about. He sim- 
ply revamped the old story.

SENATOR. McLAURIN’S HOPES.

He Predicts His Ultimate Victory Over 
Senator Tillman in the South Caro 
lina Fight for Supremacy. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 -Senator Mc- 
Laurin of South Carolina was in Washing- 
ton to-day, and said he was confident that 
his ideas would be upheld by the people of 
his State and that he would succeed in his 
fight. He said he was in Washington to 
look after business matters connected with 
his State and constituents. 

Senator Pritchard (Rep.) of North Caro- 
lina declared his sympathy with Mc- 
Laurin. ‘‘ Of course,” he said, ‘‘ the fight 
is between Democrats, and I have nothing 
to do with it, but there is a strong sym- 
pathy for Senator McLaurin amoge busi- 
ness men and manufacturers who are 
Democrats. They believe that he repre- 
sents their interests and the best interests 
of the South. I am willing to make this 
prediction, however: Both North and South 
Carolina will soon be in the Republican 
column, and the day is not far distant when 
that will take place. Other Southern States 
are leaning that way, too," 

Senator Pritchard is in hopes that a Re- 
publican Legislature may be elected in his 
own State next year. Independence of 
political machines, though, he said, was 
noticeable now in both the Carolinas. 


Herman Ridder Charges that Politicians 
Dominated the Conference — Op- 
posed to Mr. Crimmins. 
Herman Ridder, prominent in the Ger- 
man-American Reform Uniom, one of the 
organizations in line for the fight against 
Tammany this Fall, said yesterday that the 
professional politicians had dominated the 
conference of the anti-Tammany people at 
the Citizens’ Union headquarters on Friday 
night. Mr. Ridder thinks it is the intention 
of the friends of Senator Platt, John C€. 
Sheehan, and John D. Crimmins to force 

Mr. Crimmins on the ticket for Mayor. 

‘it is to be regretted,’’ said Mr. Ridder, 
“that the professional politicians domi- 
nated the conference. It doesn’t seem as 
if the reformers are a match for the vet- 
erans. The conference was in the control 
of Platt, Sheehan, and Crimmins, and it 
is the evident intention to force Crimmins 
on_ the ticket for Mayor. Unless I am 
greatly mistaken, the Germans will not 
be willing to accept a carididaté “who up 
to a short time ago was actively allied 
with Tammany Hall, and who was one of 
the strongest opponents of William L.

Cambria stock has already paid in $13.50 
on 320.000 shares, and each share is sub- 
ject, it is said, to: further call of $36.50, 
which, if paid, would give the company a 
total paid-up capital of $16,000,000. The 
company has some debt and the stock is 
only partly paid in, so it is provided by 
the new corporation that the shares be 
fully paid up, for which an exchange of 
share rer share will be made.

WAR OFFICE METHODS. 
The reassembling of Parliament has 


had no result as yet of general interest 
outside Great Britain, but the members 
show a commendable disposition to keep 
down to the work in hand and not 
waste time in profitless discussion. The 
report of the Committee on War Office 
Methods is found fully to justify all the 
harsh criticism of the proceedings of 
that extraordinary bureau, which seems 
to have been operated on the actual sys- 
tem described in the Circumlocution' Of- 
fice of ‘‘ Little Dorrit.”’ It is justly said 
that the indifference to elementary prin- 
ciples of administration revealed is sim- 
ply appalling. The result of the inquiry 
would have been better if the commit- 
tee had not been hampered by the laws 
governing its action, and prevented from 
considering organic changes in the con- 
Stitution of the War Office. As it is, by 
avoiding centralization, abolishing need- 
legs regulations, and establishing a new 
and practically constituted War Office 
Board the suggestions of the commit- 
tee will greatly simplify and improve the 
efficiency of the army administration.

WARNING TO THE GOVERNMENT. 

The result of the recent elections to 
fill vacancies in Parliament is, on the 
whole, discouraging to the Liberals, who 
have gained nothing, but there is a suffi- 
cient falling off in the Conservative vote 
to warn the Government that it needs to 
be wary.

THE CASE OF WHITTAKER WRIGHT 


There seems to be a crying need for 
some Government rule to restrain the 
noble Lords who have filled high dip- 
lomatic positions from permitting them- 
selves to be made cat’s-paws of specu- 
lators;and promoters after their retire- 
ment. Such restrictions, it is said, have 
been seriously considered lately in the 
light of the public revelation of Lord 
Dufferin’s relations with various com- 
panies floated by the esteemed and daz- 
zliing Whittaker Wright. Full of years 
and loaded with honors this dis- 
tinguished peer is held personally blame- 
less for the disastrous results of these 
speculative enterprises, but, of course, 
his supposed interest in them led many 
foolish people to trust their savings with 
Wright. In his term of office no dip- 
lomatist can be associated with such 
companies. The new rule would prohibit 
him from connecting himself with such 
enterprises after his retirement. The 
examination of the British American 
Company, the latest one of the now 
notorious London and Globe finance 
group to come under legal inspection, 
found it to have available assets of 
precisely $785. The capital stock was 
originally something over $7,000,000, and 
once paid a dividend of 10 per cent. The 
same old story goes on year by year. 

As for Whittaker Wright, he still holds 
his head reasonably high. His London 
and Globe Company has at least one as- 
set, the franchise of the Baker Street and 
Waterloo Underground Electric Railway, 
which has an appreciable value, and will 
be needed presumably in the furtherance 
of the so-called Morgan and Yerkes 
schemes of rapid transit in London. 
Though generally called an American it 
seems likely that Wright is really a 
native of Yorkshire. He is about fifty- 
five years old, and of commanding pres- 
ence, has a handsome wife, a son at 
Eton, a house in Park Lane, and a palace 
at Lea Park in Surrey, with a wonderful 
billiard room beneath a lake whose 
waters are seen through its glass roof.

ANGLO-AMERICAN AMENITIES. 


Greeting of American Financiers and 
Merchants in London Contrasted 
with the Fear of Amerl- 
can Competition.

LONDON, June 8.—The captains and 
kings of Americah finance and commerce 
are slowly departing or losing their iden- 
tities in the vast crowd of their undis- 
tinguished fellow-citizens now invading 
these islands. Their week of honors be- 
gan with a reception by royalty and end- 
ed gorgeously in the presence of an illus- 
trious successor of Whittington. 

At Windsor the members of our 
Chamber of Commerce were entertained 
briefly by the King and Queen with 
simple dignity and without display, 
while all the wonderful architectural and 
natural beauty of that garden spot was 
spread before their eyes. But in the 
grimy Mansion House after their week 


of dining and wining and congratulation 
they were met with a pageant of mediae- 
val splendor. 

The King may discard his crowm and 
robes and wear a pot hat, but the Lord 
Mayor and the Sheriffs cling to their 
red velvet and gold chains, and London 
is still impressed by them. The present 
Lord Mayor happens to be a gentleman 
and scholar, a man of quick intelligence, 
and a good speaker. As for the visitors, 
they impressed me, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, as a cosmopolitan lot of men 
who know the world thoroughly in more 
senses than one. Few Americans will 
agree with The Spectator that they were 
chiefly impressed by the contents of 
Windsor Castle because they are not 
purchasable. 

Meanwhile, one must bear in mind that 
coincident with their coming and the 
great manifestation of official and un- 
official English friendliness was the 
resolution of the Birmingham Chamber 
of Commerce calling for State protection 
of some sort, not specified, from the in-. 
jurious competition of American trusts. 
Sir Alfred Hickman’s violent and in- 
evitable return to his charges against 
American manufactures, and the asser- 
tion of two of the managers of the Mid- 
land Railway that the locomotives they 
bought in America at the time of the 
English engineering strike are not fit 
to compare with English locomotives, are 
other contrasting incidents of the week. 

After all, this international exchange of 
courtesies will solve no problems, present 
or prospective, but, while it may be true 
that all our manufactures are not as 
good as they might be, the promise that 
American competition will grow daily 
faces the Briton on every hand. 

Yerkes now practically has gained con- 
trol of the Metropolitan and District 
Railways in London, and his statement 
that he intends to have all their new 
equipment made in England is received 
here dubiously. ‘‘ What will he do,” in- 
quires one cautious British ironmonger, 
‘“when he finds that he must pay more 
over here and his goods can’t be deliver- 
ed so quickly?” 

The published terms of acceptance of 
Mr. Carnegie’s splendid gift to the Scotch 
universities are about as foreshadowed 
in John Morley’s speech at Brechin the 
other night. Mr. Morley, who is the only 
Englishman among the Trustees, the 
others being Scots, was inclined at first 
to view the gift much in Peter Dunne 
*“‘Dooley’s’”’ vein, and even went so far 
as to advise Mr. Carnegie to pay off 
the British national debt. But he has 
come to a better understanding of the 
value of the gift, as indeed London news- 
papers have, since the broad scope of the 
donation has been published, and the 
investment of the fund in American steel 
securities causes no harsh comment.

LONDON, June 8.—The canvas on 
which Luke Fildes will begin his por- 
trait of the King next week will be 
eleven feet high. No fewer than twenty 
replicas will be required of this offi- 
cial portrait of his Majesty, many of 
them for the various embassies. The 
sittings will be in the artist’s own studio 
on Medbury Round, Kensington, in sight 
of the historic Holland House. 

An inquiry, amusing because of its 
earnestness, was made in the House of 
Commons this week as to why a portrait 
of the King by an Australian artist was 
to be used as a design for new postage 
stamps. The sensible reply was that it 
was to be employed simply because it 
was so satisfactory and suitable, and 
there was no intention to trample on the 
home industry. 

The King’s intention to transform 
Windsor Castle as nearly as possible in- 
to a private residence for himself and 
family was still further illustrated this 
week by the gift of the Nelson relics, 
hitherto stored there, to the Royal United 
Service Museum, and the announcement 
that other public treasures at Windsor 
were to be sent to the Victoria and Al- 
bert Museum and the National Gallery. 

The problem before the Parliamentary 
committee appointed to investigate the 
crowding out of many members of the 
House of Commons from the ceremonial 
of the King and Queen’s visit to the 
palace at Westminster has been solved 
by the decision to hold such ceremonies 
hereafter in the spacious Westminster 
Hall, the scene of meetings of royalty 
and representatives of the people from 
the earliest times. 


ART AND DRAMA ABROAD. 


London Prefers Old Pictures—To Pro- 


tect the National Gallery—German 
Revival of Lecocq’s Most 
Gallic Piece.

LONDON, June 8,—From a commercial 
point of view the season has thus far 
been the worst on record for the artists 
in public sales. Modern paintings have 
invariably brought small prices, and pri- 
vate sales have been few and unsatisfac- 
tory. 

Yet, this does not imply any decrease 
in the amount of money spent for art in 
London; on the contrary, the market for 
old masters was never better, and the 
prices are not always measured by the 
merit of the work bought, either. The 
British public buys old art as undiscrim- 
inatingly as it buys new art, but just 
now its fancy runs to the old, wherefore 
many painters and their families will not 
get to the seashore or the Continent this 
season, but must work in their Chelsea or 
St. John’s Wood studios, hoping for bet- 
ter days. 

One of the delayed bills in Parliament 
provides for a much-needed protection 
of the National Gallery’s priceless collec- 
tion from fire. It authorizes the pur- 
chase of the land adjoining and the 
clearing away of all the abutting build- 
ings.

_ SHE IMPRISONED DAUGHTER. 


Girl Kept in a Dungeon Twenty-five 
Years Because She Was True 
to Her Sweetheart. 

PARIS, June 8.—The death in prison of 
Mme. Monnier, a wealthy but miserly land- 
owner in the neighborhood of Poitiers, 
forms the climax in a drama the pathos and 
horror of which has been the sensation of 
the week in Paris. 

The story has its beginning in the roman- 
tic attachment of her daughter Blanche for 
a lawyer without means twenty-five years 
ago. At that time. Mile. Blanche was a 
beautiful tall brunette, with a wealth of 
hair and big, brilliant eyes. She was a 
belle in the neighborhood of Poitiers, and 
was sought by more than one. But her 
heart was true to the man of her choice. 

The mother, however, had more ambitious 
plans for her beautiful child. At first she 
argued with her, then pleaded, and found 
both of no avail. Finally she determined 
that the girl should not marry the penniless 
lawyer under any circumstances. She 
talked the matter over with her son, who 
was at one time a Sub-Prefect of the De- 
partment of Vienne, and together they de- 
termined upon a plan which they felt would 
prevent the marriage. One night the girl 
was locked in a room in the house. The 
mother believed that in time the girl would 
relent and agree to do as she was bidden. 
But despite threats and imprisonment the 
young woman clung to her love. 

Time passed and Mile. Blanche was no 
longer young. The lawyer died in 1885. 
During all that time the girl was confined 
in the lonely room, fed with scraps from 
the mother’s table when she received food 
at all. Her only companions were the rats 
that thered to eat the hard crusts that 
she threw or the floor. Not a ray of 
light penetrated her dungeon, and what she 
suffered can only be surmised. When she 


was found her reason was partially gone, 
and little hope was expressed for her recov- 


ery.

ANGLESEY DIVORCE RESCINDED 


Marchioness Who Wedded the Head of 
Paget Family Later Obtained 


a Decree of Nullity. 
LONDON, June 8 —Sir Francis Jeune, 
President of the Probate, Divorce, and Ad- 
miralty Division of the High Court of 
Justice, has rescinded the decree of divorce 
granted to the Marchioness of Anglesey, 


on Nov. 7 last. The arguments on the ap- 
plication for the rescinding of the decree 
were heard in camera. 





In January, 1898, Henry Cyril Paget, head 
of the Paget family and fifth Marquis of 
Anglesey, then in his twenty-fourth year, 
married Lilian Chetwynd, daughter of Sir 
George Chetwynd and the Marchioness of 
Hastings. It was a marriage of conveni- 
ence between cousins, arranged for the 
sake of inheriting property which other- 
wise could not have n touched by either 
of them. It was asserted at the time that 
the Marquis eed to give his wife £5,000 
the first year, £6,000 the second year, and so 
on until the allowance reached’ £10,000 a 

ear. In the meantime they both agreed to 
ive their own lives. 

The arrangement, however, did not work 
well in more ways than one. The alleged 
aHowance was stopped and the Marchion- 
ess having, it is said, fallen in love with 
Count Herman von Hatzfeldt, instituted 
proceedings to have the marriage declared 
null in October, 1900. The case was heard

Boston Yachtsmen Generally Con- 
demn Their Fellow-Townsman. 


New York Yacht Club Firm in Its Stand 
to Not Open Negotiations Again 
with the Boston Millionaire. 


BOSTON, June 8.—Thomas W. Lawson 
has accepted as final the action of the New 
York Yacht Club in returning the draft 
of a charter framed by his attorneys, under 
which it was hoped the Independence 
would be abie to meet the Shamrock II, if 
the Boston boat should be chosé¢n as the 
cup defender. He declares that the Inde- 
pendence will appear in as many races as 
possible during the season, and that she 
will be pitted against the Constitution in 
the races at Newport in July. He issued 


the following statement to-day: 

It now having been settled that the Indepen- 
dence cannot take part in the Cup defense, I 
will do all I can to arrange as many races as 
possible for her until the season closes, that she 
may show her friends what a modern Boston 
boat can do. Her first engagement is the race 
at Newport against the Constitution and Co- 
lumbia on July 2, 4, and 6 


Further than this Mr. Lawson would not 
discuss the subject. His position has been 
made known to the New York Yacht Club 


in the following letter:

He was 
sentenced to four years in the praiteattary 
or a burglary in February, 1897, and was 
eli upon a similar charge in Philadelphia 
in January, 1896, at which time he attempt- 
ed to commit suicide by hanging himself in 
his cell.

AMERICAN TURF VICTORIES. 


Results of Recent Great Stake Events 
Cause Discussion of Yankee 
Methods. ‘ 


LONDON, June 8.—London is still talk- 
ing of the Derby and the Oaks. The dis- 
cussion of the relative merits of American 
and British methods of training and rid- 
ing has broken out anew. It must be con- 
fessed that the British comments are gen- 
erally very fair. They sorrowfully admit 
the superiority of America on every point. 
The Sporting Times says: 

“The Derby has been won by a French 
horse and an American horse; but never 
until Wednesday was it won by a horse 
that had other than an English jockey in 
the saddle. Whatever our horses might 
be, the supremacy of our jockeys was 
deemed complete. But that fallacy is now 
exploded. Thus, two records were broken, 
viz., a victory for a jockey who was not 
a subject of the King and the running of 
the race in the fastest time on record. 

“The Derby was an Anglo-American tri- 


umph, but not so the Oaks, which was 
American, pure and simple. It is a fact 
that rivalry ran high in America last year 
between Mr. Whitney and Mr. Keene, al- 
most ainounting to bad blood, when a colt 
of Mr. Whitney’s beat Olympian for the 
Futurity. Under the «circumstances, it is 
not a little singular that Mr. Whitney 
should have won the Derby and Mr. Keene 
the Oaks. The Derby running of Olympian 
told Darling he had the Oaks in his pocket 
with Cap and Bells II, To add to-the 
American triumph, the Tammany chief- 
tain, Croker, ran third in the Oaks, while 
an American soaker rode the winner of 
the Derby and the first three in the Oaks 
were ridden by jockeys of that nationality. 
Henry, who was imported by Mr. Keene, 
who brought Sloan to this country, has 
made a rare beginning.”’ 

The papers have printed New York dis- 

atches saying that Mr. Whitney would 

ring Volodyovski to America. But he 
cannot do that. He has simply leased the 
horse for £5,000 cash and half of what the 
horse might win at three and four years 
of age, after which he was to be returned. 
Had Lady Meux cared to sell the colt out- 
right on an offer that was made, he would 
now stand at £25,000, the offer being £15,- 
000 down and £16,000 more if he won the 
Derby. In these matters Lady Meux has 
not looked on money at all, er great de- 
sire was that, as Huggins had borne the 
heat of the day, he should reap the reward. 
For that reason she accepted an offer that 
would admit of Volodyovski’s remaining in 
his stable. The only thi that might have 
altered all this was if ng Edward had 
continued to be Prince of Wales. ut for 
his accession to the throne we should now 
see him credited with what no living man 
has been credited with, viz, three Derby 
winners. Lady Meux is a voy public- 
spirited woman. She paid fully for a bat- 
tery of guns, and the public is little aware 
of the tons of stores and comforts she has 
caused to be sent out to the troops in South 
Africa.

COMPLAINT AGAINST WINNER 


The Parader Easily First in the Broad- 
way—Fine Weather and a Great 
Crowd at Gravesend Races. 


Good weather prevailed and a great 
crowd, numbering about 20,000 people, at- 
tended the racing at the Gravesend track 
yesterday, and as if in recognition of the 
unusual combination, the afternoon's pro- 
gramme produced a full quantity of hap- 
penings that were interesting and almost 
sensational. A heavy rain in the early 
hours of the morning left the track rather 
heavy, but the fields averaged fairly well 
except in one event, the Broadway Stakes, 
from which the greater number of the 
entries were drawn when it became known 
that The Parader would start. The chief 
event of the afternoon was the $12,500 
Great American Stakes, five furlongs, for 
two-year-olds, which, in addition to bring- 
ing about a defeat for the much-talked-of 


colt, Nasturtium, had backers uneasy for 
nearly a quarter of an hour as the outcome 
3 ss alleged foul and quarrel among the 
ockeys. 

All the best-of the two-year-olds that 
have showed so far thig season, with the 
exception of Green B. Morris’s Cunard, 
winner of the National Stallion Stakes at 
Morris Park, came together in the race for 
the Great American, the third event on the 
card, eight running, including the added 
starter, Andalusian, from the stable of 
Charles Littlefield, jr. In the contest John 
E. Madden's smart filly, Blue Girl, took up 
three pounds’ penalty, and was called on to 
concede ten pounds to each of her oppo- 
nents except F, R. Hitchcock’s Goldfinder, 
winner of the Expectation Stakes on the 
opening day of the Gravesend meeting. On 
the strength of his one victory over a 
very ordinary field a few days before, and 
his reputation gained in the Spring train- 
ing by fast work, A. L. Aste’s Nasturtium 
was made a hot favorite, and was backed 
freely at even money, he finally going to 
the post at 10 to 9 on, while Saturday was 
the second choice at 4 to 1, the Goldfinder 
and Blue Gir] being the next best backed 
at 5 to 1 and 6 to 1, respectively. 


CROWD SAW COLTS SADDLED. 


The warming-up gallops and the saddling 
attracted much attention and drew a large 
crowd to the paddock, the clubhouse empty- 
ing its occupants into the paddock for the 
time. At the starting post Major Daenger- 
field had the rail position, with Nastur- 
tium,. Andalusian, lue Girl, Golden Cot- 
tage, and Saturday spread out in the order 
named, Whiskey King having the extreme 
outside. They were sent away to a strag- 
gling start, Major Daingergield leading 
away, with Blue Girl and Nasturtium sec- 
ond and third, and Andalusian and Satur- 
day in the rear, but in the first few strides 
the field closed into a close bunch, and 
did not begin to string out until the horses 
had run nearly a furlong, when Blue Girl 
shot to the front, and, crossing over, took 
the rail from Major Daingerfield, the oth- 
ers pressing in at the same time to get 
good positions for the run around the turn, 
and, shutting in Nasturtium, who was 
jostled in the crowding and seemed to 
stumble slightly, Burns, on Blue Girl, had 
his whip out, shaking it at the filly, and 
in the jostle struck Nasturtium’s rider 
across the face, Nasturtium, between the 
crowding and the confusion of his rider, 
dropping back to next to last place, while 
Blue Girl and The Goldfinder, who had 
joined her, drew away in front, Major 
Daingerfield dropping back with Nastur- 
tium. On the turn Biue Girl shook off The 
Goldfinder, who held second place, Whiskey 
King and Major Daingerfield then third and 
fourth, while Nasturtium still was next to 
last, and so far back that he looked out of 
the race. Blue Girl swung into the straight 
with a commanding lead, all the others 
behind her driving at this point, except 
Nasturtium, who had just begun to make 
up the ground he lost on the far turn, Gar- 
rigan coming through on the rail and sav- 
ing enough ground to bring him well u 
with the horses in the middle of the field. 
On the straight Garrigan sent Nasturtium 
on at his best pace, and closing with a 
splendid rush at the end, Burns went to 
riding Blue Girl, who had too great a lead 
to be in any real danger, however, and 
Burns took it easy — at the end, Blue 
Girl winning cleverly by two lengths, while 
Nasturtium fot up in the last pe and 
beat Major Daingerfield a head for second 
lace, olden Cottage finishing fourth a 

ead behind Major Daingerfield third. 


CLAIM OF FOUL FOR NASTURTIUM. 


Garrigan hurried into the Stewards’ stand 
the moment he had passed the scales on 
his return to the stand and made a com- 
plaint that Burns had fouled Nasturtium 
by crossing the track before him and caus- 


ing him to pull up, He related the facts of 
the crowding that knocked Nasturtium 
back, and also stated that Burns had 
struck him with his whip, 

The crowd, hearing that a protest for foul 
riding had been lodged against the winner, 
Swarmed about the Stewards’ stand and 
had a very uneasy time for nearly eleven 
minutes while the Stewards called for the 
other riders and questioned them. Patrol 
Judge Hall also was called on to state 
what had occurred, He had observed no 
foul and said that h@thought Burns struck 
Garrigan by accident rather than design. 
No action on Garrigan’s complaint was 
taken. The betting crowd heartily cheered 
the hoisting of the number for the official 
result. Garrigan came down from the 
Stewards’ stand with his cheek puffed and 
bleeding from a cut below the eye, and ex- 
pressed himself as willing to settle the mat- 
ter of the blow of the whip in person with 
Burns, but he was much aggrieved at the 
eens of his complaint that the al- 
leged foul had caused the defeat of Nastur- 
tium. A. Ll. Aste, the “ bootblack king ”’ 
who owns Nasturtium, was loud in his out- 
ery at the failure of the Stewards to dis- 
qualify Blue Girl. He also complained bit- 
terly against the method of running the 
race. For the delay at the post before the 
start was made Spencer was fined $25 for 
his efforts on the Morris colt Saturday. 


THE PARADER EASILY FIRST. 


The field for the Broadway Stakes, one 
mile and a sixteenth, for three-year-olds, 
was slashed mercilessly by horse owners 
who wished to avoid a meeting with The 
Parader, only three of the ten named on the 
card going to the post. The Parader start- 
ed a hot favorite at 13 to 20, and, going to 


the front at the fall of the flag, led a!l the 
way, twice permitting All Green to move 
up alongside him, but each time going away 
again at his pleasure. The Parader slipped 
off in front of All Green on the last turn 
and won easily, though All Green, running 
game, got close enough on the stretch to 
compel Landry on The Parader to send the 
favorite on for a few yards. Vitellius, a 
colt with a Western reputation, was talked 
of as having a chance to beat The Parader, 
but after running a quarter of a mile 
fighting for his head he curled up and was 
beaten off.

THE CASE OF FINLAND. 

Hardly any of the proclaimed meas- 
ures taken during the last two years for 
the purpose of absorbing the Grand 
Duchy of Finland by the empire of the 
Czar—destroying its social, fiscal, and 
political autonomy, almost obliterating 
the characteristics of the race itself— 
have served to enlighten the foreigner 
concerning the ways of the people thus 
menaced. A much-needed supplement to 
the imperial ukases has been furnished 
by Mr. Henry NorMAN, M. P., in the 
current number of Scribner’s Magazine. 
After two or three hours’ ride from St. 
Petersburg the traveler finds himself in 
@ country as different from Russia, in 
nature of land and people, as can possi- 
bly be imagined. In Finland a larger 
percentage of the people can read 
“ahd write, a larger percentage have ac- 
4 | scientific education, that. in any 
: other country on the face of the globe. 
The people have that contentmen‘ and

Its 
public buildings, means of transportation 
and of communication, and its sanitation, 


are as admirable and convenient as mod-' 


ern methods and inventions can make 
them. There is no poor or criminal quar- 
ter. 

Finland is what industry, education, 
and faith in estimable ideals have made 
it. But living in Finland is much cheap- 
er than in Russia, for Russia has a high 
tariff and Finland has not, and the Rus- 
sian noble of St. Petersburg finds it con- 
venient to spend much of his time in the 
Grand Duchy. Smuggling from Finland 
into Russia abounds and is hard to de- 
tect. Many of the natural resources of 
Finiand are as yet undeveloped. Finland 
may one day furnish wood pulp to the 
world. “The public debt is 112,000,000f., 
and every penny of this has been in- 
-eurred for construction of railroads, of 
which there are 1,094 miles belonging to 


(the State, and 112 miles.ot private com- 


| imperative national self-interest. 


panies. To-day Finland “is the focus of 
some brave ideas, and its short story has 
no soiled page,” but it requires little 
study to discover why Russia should de- 
sire to obliterate certain of the funda- 
mental principles along which it has 
made such remarkable development. As 
a State it has been uncompromisingly 
and absolutely un-Russian. 

There is no possible doubt that the 
Czar has broken the oath in which he 
subscribed to the Finnish Constitution; 
there is no doubt either that in attempt- 
ing to change the,fundamental laws of 
Finland the Russian Government is act- 
ing illegally. But, adds Mr. NoRMAN, 
“the only final thing is force majeure— 
Before 
that all promises are air and all treaties’ 
are black marks on white paper,” and— 


To come nearer home, England has re- 
peatedly pledged herself to evacuate 
Figypt, and the United States is solemnly 
pledged to grant independence to Cuba. 
Neither of these pledges seems likely to be 
kept. Therefore, if it is, in the judgment of 
Russia, an imperative condition of her 
national prosperity or security that her 
relations with Finland should be funda- 
mentally altered she will only be following 
the ordinary line of historical and modern 
precedents by breaking her promises and 
tearing up her pledges. 


But this is not candid argument, as 
might be shown by the answer to the 
question, Would Finland- be better off 
under absolute Russian domination than 
it is under its own Constitution? And 
nothing is added in extenuation of the 
case of Russia when Mr. NORMAN at- 
tempts to show that what Russia is now 
doing illegally she might more complete- 
ly perform properly, almost legally, by, 
first, granting Finland complete inde- 
pendence, and, second, by absorbing it as 
“an independent and possibly hostile 
State upon her exposed frontier.” °

In a few years her identity will 
be lost in the unswerving flood of Mus- 
covite civilization—her institutions, her 
national life, her social and political at- 
tributes things of the past.

DO YACHTS GROW TIRED ? 


A veteran yachtsman of a local club, 
when sailing a race, was wont to be- 
seech his yacht not to grow tired. He 
declared that very frequently when she 
had started out for her day’s run at a 
speed which promised to leave all com- 
petitors far in the rear, she suddenly be- 
came weary and began to creep along 
like a winded runner. There is something 
in this which all experienced yachtsmen 
will recognize. Now, if ordinary yachts 
grow tired, what is to be said of cup 
challengers and cup defenders, which are 
raced without mercy throughout a long 
season? Small wonder, indeed, if they 
become so weary that when the great 
events arrive they have lost their pris- 
tine speed and proceed through the 
“ multitudinous seas”"’ with a decorum 
suitable to exalted rank, but not desira- 
ble in the yachting world. 

If any person is curious to study this 
\phenomenon of yachts becoming weary 
the present season will afford him ex- 
cellent opportunities. Shamrock II. start- 
ed off immediately after her launching 
at a pace which struck terror to the 
hearts of the yachtsmen of this country. 
Under her working canvas, mainsail, jib, 
and staysail she reeled off twelve knots 
an hour with the ease of a lady of fash- 
ion out for a morning stroll in her gar- 
den. If she had put.on her jibtopsail and 
her clubtopsail she would certainly have 
made foufiteen knots and a show of the 
press boat. As for Shamrock I., which 
made seventeen knots an hour while 
crossing the ocean and grew so tired in 
doing it that she could not keep up with 
the procession after she arrived here, she 
was almost as speedy as her younger 
sister. But she, too, will grow tired as 
the season advances. 

Constitution began her career under 
three lower sails in a very light breeze 
and promptly passed the press tug, 
which, according to the indisputable tes- 
timony of” its Captain, was making 
something like ten knots. 
she pushed her long nose into open 
water, Constitution romped off at the 
pretty rate of twelve knots an hour. And 
finally came Independence, a shovel- 
nosed, flat-bottomed, slab-sided slipper 
cf a craft, not to be outdone by any 
Watson or Herreshoff curves that ever 
were laid down. And Independence 
scratched off a record of thirteen and 
one-half knots an hour in Massachusetts 
Bay. Now, in the course of time Some of 
these yachts will come together. .And in 
a free run of ten miles with a quartering 
wind along the leg of a triangle they 
will manage to grind out a record of 56 
or 57 minutes, which is not quite a 
twelve-knot gait, and that, too, on their 
best point of sailing. It cannot be that 
skippers of these yachts or Captains of 
tugs can be mistaken as to their present 
speed. No, they just grow tired in the 
course of the season. That is the secret 
of the whole matter. 


SUNDAY GOLF. 

That has been a highly irrational per- 
formance throughout which has ended 
in the acquittal up at Yonkers of a Sun- 
day golfer. A Frenchman would be re- 
volted by the want of logic in the whole 
proceeding. The illogicality begins with 
the law itself. The title of the Penal 
Code undér which the prosecution was 
brought begins with this explanation of 
the reason of the law: 

The first day of the week being by gen- 
eral consent set apart for rest and relig- 
ious uses, the law prohibits the doing on 
that day of certain acts hereinafter spec- 
ified, which are serious interruptions of 


the repose and religious liberty of the com- 
munity. 


This is manifestly absurd. The pream- 
ble is framed so as to avoid putting the 
prohibitions on religious grounds. But 
to say that to prevent men from doing 
on Sunday what they may lawfully do 
on other days is to protect religious lib- 
erty, when it is so plainly to ivfringe it, 
is almost a contradiction in terms, Nev- 


Again, when’ 


hibition, to prevent the doing of acts 
which are serious interruptions of the 
repose of the community, is one which 
commends itself to all good citizens. If 
the prohibition were effectively drawn 
to attain that object the Sunday law 
would command the dssent of all such. 
But now look at the prohibitions. The 
section under which this prosecution was 
brought, under the heading of “ Public 
Sports,” reads as follows: _ 


All shooting, hunting, fishing, playing, 
horse racing, gaming, or other public’ sport 
exercises|or shows, upon the first day o 
the week, and all noise disturbing the peace 
of the day, are prohibited. 


What nonsense it is! Shooting is 
doubtless objectionable because it is 
noisy, that is to say, shooting in a popu- 
lous neighborhood. But “semble” that 
shooting with an air gun would not con- 
travene the preamble, by which of course 
all that follows is to be tested. And how 
can “fishing” interrupt the repose of 
the community? Who goeth fishing with 
force and arms and a brass band? How 
does the desperate villain who sits upon 
a pier head in the city or at the foot of a 
nodding beech in the country and som- 
nolently watches his float disturb the re- 
pose or the religious liberty of the com- 
munity? Wherein are these things “‘ pub- 
lic sports’’? The learned Judge in this 
case declined to read the heading of the 
section upon which the prosecution re- 
lied. That heading would have shown 
the absurdity of the whole contention 
that golf, played on private grounds, was 
nevertheless a “ public sport.” In fact, 
in answer to a juror, the learned Judge 
went so far as to say that it did not in 
the least matter whether the golf com- 
plained of was or was not played upon 
private grounds. If this be the law, and 
“playing” be construed to mean play- 
ing at games, and not playing upon mu- 
sical instruments, whiqh it might equally 
mean, then evidently any citizen might be 
prosecuted for playing a game of billiards 
or of cards or of chess in his own house 
on Sunday, upon the ground that his ac- 
tion was a “ serious interruption of the 
repose and religious liberty of the com- 
munity.” 

The absurdity of applying the law for 
which these are the justifications to 
Sunday golf was patent to the jury if not 
to the learned Judge. But the illogical- 
ity which began with the law extended 
even to the verdict. For the jury first 
found the accused not guilty, meaning 
that he had not violated the law, and 
then recommended that the law be 
changed, which, if their verdict was a 
verdict, was no business of theirs. 

But, if there was a lack of logic in 
their proceedings, there was a good deal 
of sense. It is high time that the law 
was amended from end to end so as to 
make it really conform to the preamble, 
and to prohibit such acts, and only such 
acts, as are “ seriqus interruptions of the 
repose and religious liberty of the com- 


munity.” Meanwhile it is not in' the least 
likely that another attempt will be made, 


in the suburbs of New York, to annoy 
the innocent and quiet Sunday golfer. 
In continuing to golf on Sunday, will 
have the felicity, in the language of Lord 
Cox, of golfing “‘ ever under the protec- 
tion of the law, and in the gladsome light 
of jurisprudence.” 


SHERMAN LOOKS FOR A SITE. 


Gen. SHERMAN astride of a thoroughly 
American horse that is moving along as 
if it and its rider had a long campaign 
ahead, SHERMAN accompanied -by a 
winged Victory leading the way, is look- 
ing for a site in New York. The sculptor 
is St. GAUDENS, and the group in plaster 
held the centre of interest among the 
statuary in the covered courtyard of the 
Fine Arts Building at the Paris Exposi- 
‘tion last Summer. 

Various places have been suggested for 
this bronze, including the Plaza at Six- 
tieth Street and Fifth-Avenue, which is 
always the first thought of admirers of a 
monument of a certain size. Then there 
are the beginning of the Mall in Centrai 
Park and the square on the west of the 
city near the river at Seventy-second 
Street, neither of them affording the 
height and chance to see the group 
against the sky which are desirable. 
The former, moreover, is entirely objec- 
tionable as destructive of a beautiful 
work of art already in being; the vista of 
the Mall, to wit, and to put the Sherman 
Statue there would be a piece of crude 
vandalism. Long Acre Sfiqare is another 
suggestion, which is not without merit; 
but the Maine Monument possibly has a 
prior right to that very excellent spot for 
a large memorial. Still another place is 
the head of Fifth Avenue, with Mount 
Morris as a background, as fine a site 
in some respects as the city affords, and 
certain to become more desirable as time 
goes on and fine residences spring up 
about the northenataey, farmpe of Central 
Park. a 

Sr. GAUDENS has combined the real and 
ideal in his group somewhat after the 
fashion of his Shaw Monument, but on 
a much larger scale of feeling, as well 
as size. The nervous, enthusiastic. nature 
of the General is not missed by the 
sculptor, who made years ago the finest 
bust of SHERMAN ever modeled. Man 
and horse are lean, active, and nervous, 
straining forward. By the convention of 
sculpture they do not see the Victory in 
body who flies and runs before, but their 
attitude gives one to understand that 
they have no doubts. The group that 
comes nearest in general resemblance to 
the American sculptor’s is the equestrian 
statue of Emperor WILLiAM I. at Berlin 
close to the palace. It also consists of 
attendant figure, rider, and horse. But’ 
one asks what the figure is that walks 
by the horse’s head and holds the bridle 
by a chain. It has no wings to indicate 
a Victory, and a Victory without wings 
is scarcely conceivable, since the goddess 
is a fickle oné and prone to fly at the 
slightest opportunity. Nor is the Em- 
peror bent on anything in particular, the 
soulptor ‘having represented -him in .the 


circumspect walks a-horseback which 
monarchs of his grave and methodical 
mind are well advised to take in order to 
get an appetite. The group by St. GAu- 
DENS is very different in spirit, as it had 
to be, in virtue of the wide difference be- 
tween the characters of thé men and the 
deeds for which they will respectively 
live in history. 

There is, however, one place in New 
York which might be canvassed for the 
Sherman Monument, on the strength of 
several arguments that seem at first 
blush to have some cogency. The name 
and fame of SHERMAN are forever linked 
with the fame and name of GRANT, 80 
that it might be well, if po unforeseen 
objéctYons ‘shduld arise, to bring his mon- 
ument in some kind of relation with that 
of GR4NtT, or, rather, with the monu4 
ment to GRANT that is still to be. It 
hardly admits of a doubt that New York 
will one day have such a monument, and, 
of course, the place for it has been 
marked out by the erection of his tomb 
on Riverside Drive. That mournful and 
barren pile calls aloud for the statuary 
4t is meant to carry, statuary reproduc- 
ing the commanders under GRANT who 
were not prominent enough to warrant 
equestrian monuments. Well to the 
south of GRANT’s Tomb, where the two 
roads meet, is a point that might be the 
ideal spot for the Sherman Monument. 
As his greatest lieutenant, SHERMAN 
might well appear leading the staff of 
Generals. Nearer the tomb, and on a 
higher pedestal, would rise the monu 
ment of GRANT, while at other points 
the monuments of SHERIDAN and other 
Generals would find their proper sites. 

The advantage presented by the spot 
suggested is not merely the fact that the 
placing of the Sherman there would 
begin a comprehensive scheme for me- 
morials to the paladins of the civil war. 
For the same reason that this elevation 
was selected for the tomb it is fitted for 
such monuments. They could be seen 
from the southern approach, from the 
Hudson River, from the Harlem Heights, 
and from the highe#parts of the Bronx. 
They would have the advantage of sky 
background for their silhouettes and 
form part of the decoration of one of 
the prettiest and least conventional) 
parks. If a better location for the Sher- 
man Monument exists, ’twere well some 
one pointed it out. Meantime, are there 
any valid objections to placing it there?

PARKS AND CHILD NEEDS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There have been several letters in THE 
TIMES recently complaining more or less 
good-naturedly about the children in the 
streets and in the public parks. Games in 
the ‘streets are objected to because they 
obstruct pedestrians, and joking and sing- 
ing in the parks near private residences are 
declared a nuisance. 

Now it is all very well to prefer quiet 
and order as one becomes an elderly citi- 
zen, but to have) it there must be some- 
thing more than complaint against the 
children and young people, who enjoy the 
noise of laughter and amusement. 

Where can the boys play ball or the girls 
jump rope, or the young limbs and lungs 
find exercise except on the streets? 

The larger parks are too remote from 
the crowded centres of living for their use 
as playgrounds by thousands of the city 
children. The smaller parks are not nearly 
enough to satisfy the needs of the popula- 
tion where they aré grudgingly spared. And 
when the large parks are sought there are 


sO many restrictions that their precincts 
cannot be thoroughly enjoyed. 

The people who can drive through. them 
in the noemne and Autumn, who live in 
alaces overlooking their expanse, must 
ave the lawns kept inviolate lest their 
aesthetic sense be jarred. They are out 
of town four or five months at least, yet 
the park greens must be dotted with re- 
minders to ‘keep off the grass,” and the 
children who cannot go into the countr 
are told to admire the cultivation whic 
the city authorities spread before them. 

It would be better for them if they could 
roll and play in that meadow. The grass 
might be trampled down, but a little care in 
the Fall and Spring would bring it up 
again, 

And as for the_noise—let the objectors re- 
member their own enjoyment of boisterous 
fun when they were young, and if they 
ean afford the large taxes which they say 
they must pay for living near a park, let 
them afford something further. Let them 
go among the houses in the crowded tene- 
ment districts and study the cramping and 
distortion of young life. Then let them 
provide places where those same young 
people can learn what legitimate amuse- 
ment is; where they can be taught the 
grace of honest laughter from something 
See entertains without debasing and de- 

ing. 

There must be provision made for some 
joy in the overworked lives of these young 
folk. At present the dance halls and the 
saloons have open doorg The streets are 
too full; their tiny, airless rooms are too 
close for the introduction of much in. the 
way of pleasure. 

How many people who complain of the 
noise of children in streets and parks 
know anything of the domestic side of 
those young lives? If you want more or- 
derly streets do enlist in a movement by 
which the tenement districts can be —— 
vided- with breathing spots, with play- 

rounds where honest sports can be in- 

ulged in. 

If you want quiet, go to the country, 
where you can shut yourself in with beau- 
tifyl grounds and have a sign, ‘“ No tres- 
passing,”’ on your gates, but do not be- 
grudge the parks to the many with fewer 
opportunities than yourself, nor be offended 
at the lack of refinement, while you exert 
so little effort to improve the conditions 
with which the majority of New York 
people are surrounded.

Isn’t it about time that employers should 
assert their rights as American citizens to 
hire whomsoever they choose to work for 
them regardless of any association or trade 
union, with their everlasting agitations and 
strikes? If it wasn't for trade unionism no 
country on God's footstool would be -as 
prosperous (or its people as happy and 
contented) as the United States. The only 
thing, in my estimation, that is retarding 
its growth in any manner is what we are 
pleased to call ‘‘ organized labor.” 


We talk about this being a free country:

The whole system is wrong. Trade unions 
(?) as now generally constituted, are ruled 
by inferior workmen, who have not got the 
‘ability either to secure or hold a situation 


without its aid. The capable and practical 
workmen are in consequence held in slav- 
ery by their inferiors. Why is it thus? 

All a workingman has got to sell is his 
labor, and he should have the right, if so 
inclined, to sell it for as much or as little 
as he thinks it worth, and for as many or 
as few hours as he thinks proper. No one 
should be allowed to take that privilege 
from him, or to dictate to him in any man- 
ner what he should or should not do in that 
respect. 

The losses sustained by the workingmen 
of this country through “ organized labor ’”’ 
cannot be computéd, it is so vast; and un- 
less something radical is done by our law 
makers to correct and ppseese this state 
of affairs there is no telling where or how 
it will all end. 

The better elements in these so-called 
trade unions are daily praying to be re- 
lieved from their bondage, and would only 
be too glad to have their shackles removed 
by law, so that they could once more be- 
come free men and aelt-reepeee citizens.

A PLEA FOR THE JUSTICES. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

‘ne articles you have published concern- 
ing the Judges and their vacations do not 
state the facts correctly. The trial Jus- 
tices have nothing whatever to do with the 
fixing of terms of court and the assign- 
ment of Justices to hold such terms. That 
is done by the Appellate Division under 
Constitutional restriction of authority in 
that respect. If the Appellate Division did 
not make assignments for the Summer 
months, the trial Justices could not hold 
court during that time, even were they so 
inclined. 

Our Supreme Court is divided into Special 
and Trial Terms. In Special Term there is 
no jury, and the whole burden falls upon 
the Justice. The work in Special Term 
4s most laborious, but, nevertheless, there 
is no congestion in that calendar, and a 
case can be heard within a month or two 
after it is put upon that calendar. The 
congestion and delay upon which great 
stress is put occur in the calendar for the 
trial of jury cases, but that congestion is 
not the result of the vacations taken by 
the Judges. It is caused by the non-prep- 
aration for trial of the lawyers; the dila- 
tory tactics resorted to by defendants who 
do not desire a trial, and the inability of 
the Justices to procure jurors. 

In no other city in the world is there as 
much litigation and court work as in this, 
and in no city in the world is as much 
work done.by the Judges as there is done 
by the Jusfices of e Supreme Court in 
this district. It would be impossible to 

rocure jurors during the Summer months. 

t would be tmpossible to procure attend- 
ance of witnesses during the Summer 
months, and without these two, the trial 
of a case would be impossible, even if we 
could get were without the lawyers. 

The Justices in the First Department rep- 
resent in number about one-third of all the 
Justices of that court in this entire State of 
New York. Statistics will show that the 
Justices of this department perform not 
less than one-half of all the ‘legal labor 
done in this entire State. It is of record 
that each Justice in this city writes prob- 
ably 1,000 opinions in a year. It is a fact 
pest ithe Justice who sits for two months in 
pecial Term spends most of his vacation 
worki up the cases submitted to him and 
in writtng his opinions thereon. j 

Comment has been made that a Judge 
reaches the Court House at 10:30, and 
leaves his courtroom at 4 o’clock, and that 
he is then free and done with his work. 
Not so. You will find him in his private 
room or at his home working up the cases 
submitted to him. The position is one of 
great labor, is a constant nd, is inter- 
minable, and lacks all the freedom which 
he. unfettered practitioner The,

pellate Division, knowing the labor entailed ‘where the 


upon Judges in Special Term, wisely pro- 
vides a rotation of the Justices, so that a 
Justice who has sat a month in Special 
Term is next month placed where he will 
have some time in which he can work up 
the cases previously submitted to him. 

The experience of members of the bar 
who try cases, and that of the Justices is, 
that trials Curis the Summer months can- 
not be had. This ‘ vacation period’ does 
not proceed from the decision or desire of 
the Justices to have it, but it proceeds 
from the nature of court proceedings, 
labors of the Justices, and the impossibility 
of compelling trials during the Summer 
menths, 

Your editorial and the letters printed as- 
sume that the Justices are free from their 
labors through this period of ‘ vacation. 
Chance may have it that a few of them 
sometimes are, but the large majority have 
only a short vacation, as the Summer 
morths are taken to dispose of unavoidable 
arrearages of ‘work which the sittings in 
different Special Terms impose upon them. 
They see their work piled up before them, 
but they must sit all day long listening to 
long-drawn-out arguments and objections 
of counsel during a trial before a jury, and 
then go back to the arrearage of work after 
the hour of court passes which marks the 
adjournment. 

Tas Times has always been temperate, 
and of its fair-mindedness we lawyers have 
n» doubt, but I must take exception to the 
position assumed by your editor on this 
subject. The above facts are stated upon 
knowledge and personal acquaintance with 
several of the Justices of this district. You 
cannot expect the Justices to be more than 
human and to have more than the average 
human endurance. An occasional cessa- 
tion of work is as needful to them as it is 
to the lawyer or layman. We have but to 
turn our minds back for a few years and 
reca!! the severe penalties visited upon the 
Justices by reason of their too much hard 
work. We have seen them pass away prin- 
cipally through strokes of apoplexy 
brcught on by too close attention to their 
work, which ts most confining. 

The above facts also apply to the Surro- 
gates of this county. and although they 
have assistants, which the Justices of the 
Supreme Court have not, att) their work is 
so constant, so heavy, and so important 
that it will be a marvel to practicing law- 
yers if the two Surrogates now working 
. day retain their health. 

No. lawyer in this city devotes as many 
heurs of time to his work as a Supreme 
Court Justice and the Surrogates devote to 
their work. The lawyer can delegate the 
major portion of his work to assistants 
and be free, but the Judge cannot delegate 
any part of his work. and is not free.

THE USES OF SEWARD PARK. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has been called to a com- 
munication of Israel Ellis printed on your 
editorial page of June 6, in which the 
writer discusses’at length the present con- 
dition of Seward Park. Evidently Mr. Ellis, 
as well as a considerable portion of the 
public, suffers from an imperfect knowl- 
edge of the facts in the matter. 

Permit me, therefore, to state what took 
place in regard to Seward Park and the 
playground maintained by the Outdoor Rec- 
reation League. The league occupies part 
of the park site by virtue of a permit from 
the Park Department. The playground 
maintained is open to all children, without 
any distinction, and free of charge. The 
teaching force of kindergartners and the 
instructors of gymnastics’are paid by the 
league out of funds raised by voluntary 
contribution. The league has every reason 
to believe that its work is highly appre- 
ciated by the residents of the neighborhood, 
and proof of that assertion can be pro- 
ducéd on demand. I am in a position to 


state with authority that the league would 
like nothing better than to have the im- 
provement of the park made at once, pro- 
vided that a suitable portion of the ground 
be fitted up and maintained by the city as 
a free playground and —_——- for 
children. To accomplish this purpose and 
to bring about the establishment of more 
playgrounds and gymnasiums by the mu- 
nicipality, is one of the main objects of our 
league. With that end in view we have 
endeavored to get the Park Department 
into action. Only when this Department 
failed to make proper provision for the 
needs of the children did we take action to 
prevent the alienation of the grounds from 
what we consider a most needed demand 
and the sacred right of the growing genera- 
tion in a densely populated district. I am 
happy to say that this position is not only 
supported by public sentiment, but also by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
This board, I have every reason to believe, 
is ready at any time to provide funds for 
the improvement of Seward Park as soon 
as the Park De eget submits plans pro- 
viding for a suitablé playground and gym- 
nasium in part of the grounds. 

What your correspendent says about 
“ schoolma’ms ”’ going to the Mayor’s of- 
fice and influencing his’ Honor is likewise 
incorrect as to facts. It became necessary 
at one time during the weary struggle for 
the rights of the children to have a dele- 
gation appear at the Coy Hall in their be- 
half. That delegation, however, was not 
composed of a few ‘“schoolma’ms.” It 
numbered over sixty members, men and 
women of all classes, who were ready to 
impress upon the —— authorities the 
necessity of preserving the playground and 
gymnasium feature of the park. The slur 
of styling them a few ‘‘ schoolma’ms’’ re- 
flects not on them, but on the party misin- 
formed and misinforming the public.

TROLLEY CAR TRANSFER SYSTEM. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

No one can reasonably blame the Metro- 
politan Traction Company for making a 
change in their system of transfers. The 
old system openedy the way to a great 
amount of “circuit’’ riding—Efghth Ave- 
nue to One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Street to Lex- 
ington Avenue, Lexington Avenue to Eigh- 
ty-sixth Street, Eighty-sixth Street to 
Highth Avenue, Eighth Avenue to One 
Hundred and Sixteenth Street, and so on 
‘©ad infinitum.” This is but one of many 
casés, and all legitimate transfers. 

But while we admit there was a reason- 
able need for a change, the writer, a Har- 
lem resident, does most earnestly protest 
against the great injustice the present sys- 
tem does to a very large percentage of the 
Harlem people. Beginning with Fifty-ninth 
Street, the cross-town lines are very infre- 
quent as we go north—LHighty-sixth Street, 
seventeen, blocks; One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street, thirty-blocks; One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street, nine blocks; One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street, ten blocks. 


One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street is 
another line, and makes no transfers this 
side of the-Harlem River. One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, while it is leased by 
oa Metropolitan, transfers only on the old 
Third Avenue lines. 

Now look at the injustice of the present 
system. A man lives on Seventy-second 
Street, near Highth Avenue, and he wishes 
to to Seventy-second Street East, near 
Madison Avenue. He boards a Eighth 
Avenue car and goes south to y-ninth 
Street, transfers, and goes to Madison Ave- 
nue, but his transfer will not take him 
north. He must either walk from Fifty- 
ninth Street to Seventy-second Street or 

another fare. If he goes north on 
ignth Avenue and transfers to Eighty- 
sixth Street he cannot £° south on 
son Avenue.

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* CHURCH CLAIMS IN CHINA 


A Presbyterian Missionary Urges 
that. They.Be Remitted.

The Rev. J. Fitch, in Charge of Collec- 
tion of indemnities, Says the 
Future of Mission Work 
Is Jeopardized. 


Robert E. Speer, one of the Secretaries 
®f the Presbyterian Board of Missions, has 
received a letter ftom the Rev. J. T. Fitch, 
one of the missfonaries of the board, under 
date of Tien-Tsin, China, April 3. Mr, 
Fitch says in part: 

“Up to the time I started for the in- 
terior, I still held to the view that it would 
be better to hold to our right for indem- 
nity. Some of the things I had heard dur- 
ing the Winter had begun to make me sev 
that there was another sidé. I want to 
try to lay before. you the conditions here, 
which have brought me to the view that it 
would be better for the losses to be met by 
the Church at home. I will say at the out- 
set that with me-it is not a question of 
right, but one of expediency. 

“Mr. Chalfant and I held very strongly 
for the Chinese paying for the losses, unttl 
we arrived on the scene here. The que2s- 
tion of expediency touches the heathen 
people of Wéi-Hien. You need to khow 
that, in China, such lossés come on to those 
districts immediately responsible for them. 
The destruction in the railroad riots is 
being paid in those counties through which 
the ‘railroad passes. The losses at the 
‘mines, railroad losses, and the destruction 
of the mission compound, all come on to 
this district-of Wei-Hien. The indemnity 
has already: been assessed in Kai-Mi, and 
1 have heard many reports of the general 
feéling of the people on the subject. They 
aré paying the indemnity perforce, but with 
very bad grace. 

“The destruction of surveys and prop- 
erty and losses in wages of idle men, and 
interest, together with the official squeezes 
ov indemnity collection account, amounts 
td a large figure, and added taxation.on an 
already overtaxed people would be sure to 
engender a deep-seated grudge toward the 
cause, howeyer righteous the claim. 

“The piling of indemnities in this coun- 
try of Wei-Hien—railroad, mine, and mis- 
sion—would be a tremendous additional 
load to this tax-ridden people. How it 
would be viewed by the body of the heathen 
is well illustrated by what a delegation of 
Christians said to us on the subject. They 
came to us in & body, asking us whether 
they could not rightfully be exempt from 


the railroad indemnity tax. They said they 
were: hot concerned in the destruetion or 
obstruction of the railroad, but on the other 
hand were heartily in favor of thé railroad. 
How, ther, could they be asked to pay for 
what they had no share in doing, and 
which they had wholly discountenanced? 
The same argument would apply with much 
more force to our property. 

“Now, there are large numbers of the 
heathen who.either were friendly, or at 
least rot hos@#le, and who had neither part 
nor lot wit he. rioters, who will feel ii 
the same way About these taxes. This feel- 
ing of sullen, hopeless wrong would fall 
up~ ail, Church and trade 4like would 
share their ill-will. Trade -does not fear 
this tiiuch, but it is fatal to the progress 
of the Gospel. We must win men's hearts, 
and our.fear is that the pressing of indem- 
nity claims will result in the hardening of 
men’s hearts. It seems to be a call to re- 
linguish 4 right, for the best interests of 
the Church. I think the Church at home 
could. make no better investment of mis- 
sion funds than by preventing such a state 
of mind from settling down over all this 
région. 

“A mere abatement of claims would not 
-have any godéd. result. It would be con- 

'_strued ih the Chinese way. They have al- 
pready estimatedour losses intheir own minds 

~@t gbout -one-haif--the actual amount. If 
We. should put in an amount that repre- 
sétited our actual losses, and cut in two at 
the middie, they would look upon it as an 
ifflated list of our losses, that we could 
remit half, and still have the whole amount 
of od losses. 

* t probably a stronger reason for giv- 
ihg up the claims is for the good of the 
rative ChureH: I wish the members of the 
hoard could have been with us the past 
few months ahd secn with our eyes the 
oe of managing the Christian losses. 

ere has been a reckless scramble on the 
part of many (happily relieved by shining 
exceptions) after all the money they could 
get, tod often not careful enough of the 
guilty parties. Wherever we have been 
ablé to keep our hands on the brakes we 
-have endeavored to keep the amounts de- 
manded down to actual losses, and have not 

-allowed the Christians to ask ahy thing in 
the way of fines for indignities. But that 
has been impossible of accomplishment in 
every case. We have been on the coast 
. during most of the time these claims have 
been pending, and it has been impossible 
to superintend thé cases as closely as they 
should have been. At such times the 
wolves in the Church got in their work. 
There is a tendency on the part of some to 
think that we are anxious to keep their 
claims down, but will look out that our 
own are well paid for. They are not used 
to figure ih large amounts, and have very 
Vague ideas of the amount and cost of our 
mission and peraonel property. Any figure 
we may put in will seem to them large. If 
now We can relinquish.our whole claim, we 
will have a tremendous vantage ground in 
the future in pressifig the Christian method 
of mercy toward those who have injured us. 

“There is the third reason that I have 
mentionel—the effect on the Church at 
home. You are in a better position to know 
of this than we are. But as rumors come 
to our éars, it would seem that there is 
widespread feeling that we missionaries are 
Shylocks, ee indemnity two or 

-thrée times too much. Looting and other 
ogonlly lawless crimes < freely laid to 

charge... The feeling seems to be that 
we are wholly untouched with the quality 
of mercy. If such is the case, I think the 
Church would feel rather relieved than 
otherwise to havé us ask them to have 
the losses borne at home, each missionary 
bearing so much of his personal loss as he 
or she feel that they personally ean. T 
think all of our station feel liké abatin 
some portion, and in some Cases even all 
. their claim. But it is manffest that all are 
not equ&lly- able to bear an entire loss. 


But thgse details may weil be left future 
correspondence.” ‘ : 
Mr. Specr last evening explained that-the 


passage in the Rev. Mr. Fitch's Tetter con- 
cerning the ‘“ wolves in the Church,” re- 
ferred to the fact that thére were mén who 
had taken advantage of the prestige which 
thé Christishn powers posséss in China be- 
cause of their victories to maké money by 
representing that they could avail them- 
selves of the protection of the European 
Governments in extorting money from the 
people of 4 community. 

“I think that there was probably a good 
deal of that about Peking,” said Mr. Speer, 
“fand it may be instances of that that have 
caused sO much criticism. What Mr. Fitch 
reférs to was thé desire to keep that class 
of-men ott of the Church. 

“I think that the missionary enterprise 
has precisely the same rights that any 
other enterprise has, and that a missionary 
doesn't céase to be an American citizen 
because he happens to-be a missionary, and 
that the missionary enterprise doesn’t for- 
feit any rights of political protection or 

*‘any claims to indemnity because it hap- 
pens. to be a missionary enterprise.

MR. HANNA’S GOMPANY LOSES. 


“Little Consolidated”) Street Railroad 
Trust Supply to Qwners Stocks 
Defalcated by J. J. Shipherd. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 8.—Judge Phil- 
lips of the Common Pleas Court to-day 
handed down a decision against the Cleve- 
land City Railway Company, better known 
as the Little Consolidated Street Railway 
system, of which Senator Hanna is Presi- 
dent, involving indirectly $500,000. 

The, suit was brought by Horace Fuller, 
who owned 100 shares of stock in a, cable 
company absorbed by the Little Consoli- 
dated. According to the consolidation 
agreement, 18,250 shares. of Little Consoli- 
dated steck were allotted to the holders of 
the cable stock, and they were to pay their 


pro rata share of the floating indebtedness 
of their company. 

The new stock in the Little Consolidated 
was turned over to J. J. Shipherd and 
Frank De Hass Robison to be distributed 
by them amcng the stockholders of the 
cable company. A large part of this stock 
failed to reach the persons to whom it be- 
longed, because of the defalcation of J. J. 
Shipherd, who converted it to his own use. 

The holders of the cable stock who failed 
to secure their allotment of Little Con- 
sulidatea stock brought suit against that 
company tc secure their share of the stock 
or its value in money. 

Judge Phillips held that the consolidation 
fgreement as a_turning of stock over to 
Shipherd and Robison was invalid, and that 
the Littie Consolidated was bound to see 
tnat the stock was issued and applied in 
a faithful discharge of the trust, and not 
in ftaud of the beneficiaries under the 
trust.

THEATRE LICENSE REFUSED. 


None Issued for Building at Sixtieth 
Street and Broadway—Dewey and 
Bon Ton Licenses Renewed. 


Police Commissioner Murphy yesterday 
morning denied the applecation of .Paut 
Armstrong and others for a theatre license 
for a theatre at the southwest corner of 
Sixtieth Street and Broadway, on what is 
known as Park Circle. The application has 
been fought. by the Paulist Fathers, who 
have been opposing such a license in that 
vicinity for two years. 

The yresent application has really been 
before the Police Department for two 
years, the first application having been 
made for the Circle Music Hall, in which 
Charlies E, Evans and William D. Mann 
were interested. The Paulist Fathers won 
the fight against the music hall. On Arm- 
strong’s application, a hearing was given 
by Inspectcr Harley last Monday, at which 
both sides stated their views on the matter. 

The licenses of the Dewey Theatre, in 
Fourteenth Street, and the Bon Ton Music 
Hall, in Twenty-third Street, have been 
renewed, however, by Commissioner Mur- 
vhy, against the protest of the New York 
Sabbath Association. The Dewey is owned 
by Sullivan & Kraus, “the senior of the 
firm being the Tammany Senator. Until a 
few weeks ago there was a poolroom in the 
sime building as the’Bon Ton, but it was 
oe and broken up by the Committee of 
Mfteen. 

Regarding the renewal of the _ licenses, 
John M. Perry, counsel fér the New York 
Sabbath Association, said yesterday: 

“Col. Murphy told us he would have 
these places investigated, and promised to 
refer to the Corporation Counsel the legal 
points raised in the case of the Dewey The- 
autre. He told us he would not act until 
Mr. Whalen's opinion had been received, 
and he had advised us of its nature. This 
is the first intimation we have had of the 
Commissioner renewing the licenses.” 


E. E. RICE’S BANKRUPTCY. 


Some Opposition to the Discharge of 
the Theatrical Manager. 


Edward E. Rice, the well-known theatrical 
manager, who filed a petition in bankrupt- 
cy on April 30, 1900, with liabilities of $91,- 
610 and no assets, and whose affairs have 
since been before Ernest Hall, Referee in 
Bankruptcy, has applied for his discharge.

Among the omissions were a credit due 
the bankrupt by C. E. Southwell of $400; 
a diamond ring worth $150, a watch worth 
$150, and a diamond locket valued at $100, 
all pledged with a pawnbroker in this city; 
theatrical scenery ingstorage, for which 
he paid $150 storage eMarges shortly before 
going into banigruptcy, ithe scenery bein 
or the plays ‘Evangeline,’ ‘ 1492,” an 
Rice’s “ Girl From Paris,’’ all valued at 
$1,000; librettos, scores of various dramatic 

roductions, and money on deposit in the 

ank of New Amsterdam. 

It is also charged that he omitted fro 
his schedules debts owed by him to severa 
persons, and it is also charged that he 
failed to keep proper books of account, 
omitting to record the proceeds of. two 
benefits tendered to him a few months be- 
fore he went into bankruptcy, one at the 
Metropolitan~ Opera House, ‘in January, 
1900, and the other at the Boston Theatre. 
in Boston, in April, 1900, the proceeds of 
which amounted to from $3, to $5,000 
The case, now goes back to Referee Hall 
for the opposing, creditor to prove his speci- 
fications.

CHARLES A. BUNTING DEAD. 


Was Founder of the Christian Home for 
Intemperate Men. 

Charies A. Bunting, seventy-four years 
old, founder of the New York Christian 
Home for Intemperate Men, at 1,175 Mad- 
ison Avenue, died May 30 at Keyport, N. J. 

He was born in Edgartown, Mass., and 
for many years was a hotel keeper. Liquor, 
however, was his worst enemy, but he was 
converted under the preaching of Mr. 
Moody in 1876, and he became at once 
deeply interested in the condition of the 
victims of intemperance. Finally he con- 
celved the idea of providirtg for such men 
a suftable refuge where they would be cor- 


dially welcomed. and receive every essen- 
tial “‘badily comfort. He succeeded with 
help in establishing a home in a private 
house in 1877. It proved a success and in 
1879 $100,000 was raised.. William H. Van- 
derbilt, Frederick H. Cossitt, Thomas 
Hope, Hector C. Havemeyer, Harriet M. 
Pond, and many others contributing liber- 
ally, and the home at Eighty-sixth Street 
and Madigon Avenue was built. Mr. Bunt- 
ing became resident. manager of the home 
and remained in that capacity for twenty- 
one years. He insisted that internperance 
was a sin, and held that both Scripture 
and experience pronounced it to be nothing 
less, and ‘that the provision made for re- 
lief from it is just what is offered and re- 
quired for every other form of sin. Calling 
it anything ¢lse and treating it in any other 
way, he claimed, was. delusive and false. 
He also held that every accessory of the 
shabit must be abandoned. The use of to- 
bacco he unqualifiedly condemned. His 
long experience convinced him that a res- 
cued man who returns to it will also sdéon 
return to drink. 

In narcotic cases his treatment was equal- 
ly consistent and vigorous. Mr. Bunting 
advocated this ‘‘ Gospel method,” and no 
cure of any description was ever used in 
the home. 

Avena years and sickness incapaci- 
tated him for his work, and in the Sprin 
of 1899 he was retired on a pension and 
succeeded by the Rev. George 8. Avery’ 
as resident manager. The deceased leaves 
a wife, and his remains were buried in 
Edgartown.

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Commencement: Regatta on the 
Hudson Produced Many Mishaps. 


EIGHT-OARED CREW SWAMPED 


Graduates Swam Out After Shell Filled 
—Rough Water Cut Down -the 
Programme by Half. 


The races in the annual Columbia com- 
mencement regatta yesterday on the Had- 
son River were full of unexpected and ex- 
citing happenings. One eight-oared crew, 
composed of graduates, was swamped, and 
its members forced to jump overboard. In 
the ‘Varsity crew, R. B. Bartholomew 
broke his oar lock and jumped overboard, 
and in the sophomore four P. B. La Roche 
smashed his outrigger, the accident shut- 
ting ‘out his crew from almost certain: suc- 
cess. .The rough’ water prevented. almost 
half the coritests taking place, and in addi- 
tion the eight-oared race scheduled, with 
four crews entered, was split into ‘two con- 
tests, threugh a misunderstanding. Because 
of the fact that the races did not end until 
7 o'clock, Edward Hanlan did not give his 
usual and very interesting exhibition of 
Wwaterman ship, 

Undoubtedly the prettiest race of the day 
Was that between tne first and. second 'Var- 
sities. The second crew had a_ handicap 
of eight seconds, approximating two 
lengths. In the first dozen strokes the 
*Varsity had closed up a good bit of the gap 
when RK. B. Bartholomew's oar lock broke. 
He tossed his oar overboard and quickly 
followed it by diving in himself. He start- 
ed to swim ashore, but ’a* near-by rowboat 
picked him u Meanwhile the first *Var- 
Bity had caug 't the second crew, and with 
a pretty #4-pace set by Stroke Niezer, was 
rapidly drawing ahead. At the finish the 
first boat was three lengths ahead, de- 
spite the two handicaps against it.

A specia 
Tace was then arranged for them. After 
the start and when half a dozen strokes 
had been taken the freshmen were a good 
cistance in the lead, when the graduates 
struck the swell from the yacht Virginia. 
‘Nhe shell filled almost at once, and start- 
ing with Rollins, the stroke, the men began 
diving overboard till only Snyder remained, 
when the launch put about and picked 
up those of the men who had. not already 
swum ashore. No one was hurt, though 
some were scared. Much trouble was en- 
countered in st the submerged shell 
toe the boathouse ut it- was finally ac- 
complished successfully. 

The freshmen won the four-oared race 
from the sophomores. As Bow La Roche of 
the latter crew broke his outrigger at the 
start and as he did not jump overboard 
he was a great handicap to the other three 
oarsmen. Nevertheless the “‘ sophs”’ kept 
on even terms till the finish, and were then 
beaten only half a length.

Racing Craft Sped with Reefed 
Sails in a Stiff Breeze. 


BADGER WON A FOURTH TIME 


Crowninshield Raceabout Crossed the 
Line Alone, Her Opponents 
Being Disabled. 


In a fine westerly reefing breeze, the an- 
nual regatts of the Manhasset Yacht Club 
Was suiled yesterday over the club's 
courses otf Port Washington, L. I. Strong 
and true, the breeze held throughout the 
day, and, although most of the yachts car- 
tied a single reef, .several were disabled 
and returnee to port in the wake of friend- 
ly steam craft that passed them a line. 

Frank Bowne Jones, sailing the Crownin- 
shield-designed-raceabout Badger, was the 
only skipper that crossed the finish line 
in a class of four boats, and thereby won 
his fourth consecutive race this season. In 
the beat to Hen-and-Chickens buoy the 
hearty breeze disabled his three competi- 
tors. A. Bryan Alley*® Snapper broke her 
masthead runner, and the Herreshoff-de- 
signed Rogue lost her bowsprit when her 
hollow wooden mast snapped and went over 
the side after the fashion set by Constitu- 
tion. E. T. Bedford's Sis withdrew from 
the race at this juncture, and rendered 
good service in first aid to the injured in 
the case of her disabled classmate Rogue. 
J. Rogers Maxwell's thirty-foot sloop Oiseau 
got hers in the beat on the longer course 
to Delancey Point. Like Shamrock II., her 
bobstay eye broke only, while the bowsprit 
carried away, she refused to part with her 
mast, which accepted the increased strain 
as a matter of course. 

The other yachts made fast time over 
the courses and finished well together, 
Badger. sole survivor in her class, leading 
the fleet home. 

A.’ H. Alker's Alerion and Alfred Peet's 
Enpronzi had a nip-and-tuck race from 
start to finish, but Alerion in the run home 
sailed through her rival's lee and led her 
over the line by 41 seconds. Arizona won 
in the Manhasset Bay raceabouts, after an 
interesting struggle with Lambkin, her 
nearest competitor. Arizona was first 
away at the start, and maintained her lead 
over the course, although Lambkin made 
matters interesting for her when the boats 
were on the windward leg. 

When the preparatory signal’ was hoisted 
at 12:50 o'clock on Rear Commodore Ste- 
phen W. Koach’s smart steam yacht Eme- 
line, the beautiful Manhasset Harbor was 
alive with the busy craft as they danced 
gracefully ir the bobble of sea. Five min- 
utes later the gun spoke, and the 36-foot 
class wus sent away with the yawl Mem- 
ory leading the sloops Leda and Anoatok 
by a icngth. 

The preitiest start of the day was in the 


Manhasset raceabout class, all crossing the 
line within twenty-five seconds after re- 
celving their signal, with Arizona leading 
by the small margin of half a length. The 


little fellows laid well together behind the 


line, and at their signal stood for it on 
the port tack, going about to cross with 
military precision and smartness. 

With the wind west, the boats had a beat 
out of the bay to Garigway Buoy, a broad 
reach to Matinicock Point, more and rough- 
er windward work to Delancey Point, from 
where they had a run to the finish line. The 


thirty-six and thirty foot classes sailed a 


distance of nineteen nautical miles, while 


the smaller yachts salled courses propor- 
tionate to their size. Chairman dward 
M. MacLellan and his associates of the 
Regatta Committee handled the race to the 
entire satisfaction of all concerned, and 
there was no hitch or delay in the starting

N.Y A.6’S SPRING GAMES" 


Annual Athletic Competitions Drew 
a Large Crowd. 


HELD ON TRAVERS ISLAND 


Stars Were Absent from the Cham- 
pions’ Competitions, but the 
Sport Was Good. 


Although no records were broken at the 
sixty-sixth annual games of the New York 
Athletic Club, held yesterday afternoon at 
Travers Island, some spirited contests were 
witnessed and a pleasant outing was en- 
joyed by the 5,000 or more visitors who en- 
circled the little track. The weather was 
perfect, and with a pleasant breeze and the 
journey from the city to the beautiful little 
island property of the club would have 
been delightful but for the overcrowding of 
the trains from One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street; which, as usual, were packed 
to the doors. 

The grounds were unusually beautiful on 
account of the excessive rains of the past 
few weeks, which had given the grass and 
foliage a depth of color which made a de- 
lightful contrast with the bright costumes 
of the spectators. Even the absence of 
the clubhouse, which was burned last 
Spring, did not detract from the pictur- 
esqueness of the scene, as its site was con- 
cealed by a long stand of seats. 

The fleet of yachts in the harbor decor- 
ated from stem to stern with flags and 


Pennants, and the assemblage of smart 
velMtucS iN ine giove near the stables all 
added to the interest and attractiveness of 
the scene. 

From an athletic 
was one of surprises, 
one of disappointments. In the first place 
many. of the best athletes whose names 
appeared’ on the list of entries, including 
Long, Tewksbury, and Sears, did not com- 
pete, though this was not much of a sur- 
prise to the well informed. 

In the second place, a very poor showing 
was made by some of thé cracks from 
whom record performances had been ex- 
pected. It had been confidently anticipated 
that Flanagan would make a new record in 
the hammer throw, a it was even hoped 
that Duffy might mdke new figures for the 
100-yard run, but both these ordinarily re- 
Hable performers seemed out of form. Flan- 
agan could not approach his former figures 
and Duffy failed to qualify in his heat of 
the 100 yards. He-was on scratch, and was 
unable to get through the handicap men. 

As a solace, a special 50-yard race was 
arranged, in which Duffy attempted to 
break the record of 0:05%, made by Lon 
Myers in 1884. He came within 1-10 of 
doing it, making the~ distance in 0:05 3-5. 
One of the timers caught the time at 
0:05 2-5, but the others had the prevailing 
figures. Milton Rainey of the Xavier Ath- 
letic Association also ran in this race, and 
Was beaten by two yards. 

Another surprise occurred in the mile run. 
There were but five starters—Alexander 
Grant of the home club, who was on 
scratch; C. B. Marshall of Columbia Uni- 
versity, who had 40 yards; R. L. Sandford 
of the Knickerbocker Athletic Club, who 
had 655 yards; C. A. Brady of the Xavier 
Athletic Association, with 70 yards, and W. 

Clasen of the National Athletic Club, 
who had 95 yards. 

It was expected that-Grant would have no 
trouble in catching Marshall, and that the 
struggle for first place would be between 
these two. But Grant failed to catch the 
field at all, and the race proved to be be- 
tween Marshall and Sandford. The former 
held a good lead until within a hundred 

ards of the finish, when Sandford made a 

eautiful finish and won by four or five 
yards, Marshall was second and Brady 
third. : 

EB. J. Clapp of fale University, who is 
the intercollegiate champion hurdler, won

ALLEGED INCENDIARY PLOT 


Three Arrests in Newark Result of 
Factory Fire in Reading, Penn. 


fwo Men and a Woman Said to be 
Members of Organized Gang in 
Pennsylvania—Other Arrests. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 8.—Three arrests 
were made here this forenoon in connection 
with an alleged conspiracy to commit ar- 
son. The prisoners are Sylvan Friedland- 
er, his wife, Carrie, and Daniel H. Bogert. 

Friedlander and his wife conduct a shirt- 
waist factory on Marshall Street, in this 
city, and Bogert is employed by them as 
shipping clerk. ‘The three were arrested 
on the complaint of Fire Marshal Daniel J. 
McDermott of Reading, Penn. The charge 
against them is conspiring to commit arson 
in Reading. It is alleged that they were 
implicated in the burning of a large factory 
In that city, on the building and stock of 
which there was about $65,000 insurance. 
The complaint states that shortly before 
the fire the greater part of the stock was 
removed. None of the insurance has yet 
been paid. - 

This afternoon the prisoners were ar- 
raigned and released under $3,000 bail each, 
Louis Schlesinger going on their bonds. 

Last Wednesday Leon Wertheimer, for- 
merly of Reading, Penn., was taken back 
there from Kansas City, charged with be- 
ing the one deepest in the alleged crime. 
It is understood here that detectives are 
now in New York following Wertheimer’s 
brother and another man, and may arrest 
them for complicity in the alleged deed. 

Friedlander and his wife, who are each 
about thirty-five years of age, carry on 
their” business here under the firm name 
of the New Shirt Waist Company. The 
concern employs about forty hands, mostly 
yirls. The Friedlanders reside at 67 Park 
Street, East Orange. Bogert, who is said 
to have been in their employ in Reading, 


rave his address as 58 South Street. The 
Friedlanders started in business here in 
January. 

Four weeks ago Detective Billings of 
Reading came to this city on the case. He 
went back shortly after this and proceeded 
to Kansas City, where he arrested Wert- 
neimer and took him to Reading. Since 
chen, it is claimed, the prisoner has con- 
fessed and implicaggd the five other per- 
sons. . Thillings retuf¥ned here on Thursday, 
accompanied by another detective, since 
which time the two officers have had sev- 
eral conferences with the local and the 
New York police authorities. 

With detectives from this city, the two 
Reading officials went to the New Shirt 
Waist Company's office and arrested Bo- 
gert and the Friedlanders. They were 
taken to Police Headquarters and there se- 
cured the services of a lawyer. Later they 
were arraigned. They said they had no 
statement to make, except that they were 
innocent.

Explorer Dr.Donaldson Smith and Canon

JOE PHILLIPS STILL HELD.

She 
will then have to produce evidence tending 
to show that she is a fit and proper 
person to have the control of the boy, and 
the board will then decide whether it is 
advisable to turn him over to her. Nat- 
urally she is the ardian of the lad, but 
the action of the Court in sending him to 
the Protectory has abridged, even though 
it has not wiped out, her rights in the 
premises. 

‘The boy is certainly a brave, generous 
youngster, deserving of the greatest sug- 
cess, but such cases as his are by no 
means uncommon. We have dozens of 
similar ones every year, the ouly difference 
being that it is generaily a girl instead of 
a boy who makes such a heroic effort to 
support a family.” 


PARK AVENUE SITE SOLD. - 


Another Purchase in the Interests of 
Rapid Transit by the Subway 
Realty Company. 


The Subway Realty Company has bought 
the block front on the west side of Park 
Avenue, between Forty-first and Forty-sec- 
ond Streets, extending about 100 feet in 
depth on either street to the property of 
the Lincoln National Bank. The Subway 
Realty Company is an auxiliary of the 
Rapid Transit Subway Construction Com- 
pany, formed especially to acquire title 
to whatever private property is needed for 
building the underground road, and this 
purchase is made necessary by the curve 
of the road from Park Avenue into Forty- 


second Street, passing under the corner 
of the property. 

The sellers of the block front are the 
Central Realty, Bond and Trust Company. 
They acquired it about two months ago— 
the Forty-second Street ead from the New 
York Central Railroad and the Forty-first 
Street end from John B. Lockhart of Pitts- 

rg, Penn. It was announced at that 
time that a fourteen-story hotel would be 
erected on the site, but the price offered 
by the Subway Realty Company was evi- 
dently tempting enough to cause the aban- 
donment of that plan. In fact, the Central 
Realty, Bond and Trust Company has not 
yet taken title to the New York Central's 
part of the property. 

No figures have been made public in con- 
nection with the present deal. Douglas 
Robinson, who has acted as broker for the 
Subway Realty Company in its previous 
purchases, declined to say anything in re- 
gard to this transaction. It is said that the 
various tenants in the buildings now on the 
property, with whom satisfactory arrange- 
ments were made when the hotel scheme 
was in prospect, received notice yesterday 
to vacate immediately. 

What use will be made of the block front 
after the subway is oomaneens. has not yet 
been decided. August Belmont says that 
the Subway Realty Company was organized 
primarily to avoid the delay of securing pri- 
vate property by condemnation proceedings. 
After the tunnel work is completed it may 
resell the properties upon what it considers 
favorable terms, or may undertake their 
re-improvement with’ modern structures. 
The company’s other purchases include the 
Eno triangle, formed by the junction of 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue at the 
southerly end of Longacre Square, and 
several parcels on. the south side of One 
Hundred and Fourth Street, just east of 
Breadway. 


CITY’S WATER SUPPLY EXTENSION 


Mayor and Controller Confer—New 
Watershed Said to be Needed. 


Mayor Van Wyck and Controller Coler 
will consult to-morrow on the question of 
extending New York’s water supply. The 
need of a new water shed has been urged 
by Commissioner Dalton of the Water Sup- 
ply Department, who says that $10,000,000 
should be spent every year for at least 
three years, so that any danger of a water 
famine would be averted. 

The city officials want the United States 
Geological Survey to extend .their work 
over the sections of country adjacent to 
the City of New York, as the Government 
officials claim to be able to tell how many 
gallons of water pass a given point on a 
river at any time. This information would 
be valuable to the city. Commissioner Dal- 
ton and Controller Coler spent several days 


last week going over the water sheds in 
Westchester County. 


HAD A COUNTERFEIT £5 NOTE, 


Man, Arrested Trying to Exchange It, 
Says He Bought It. 


Luigi Gross of 18 Cottage Place, an Ital- 


ian, who is a small contractor, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commissioner 
Shields yesterday and held in $2,500 bail 
for examination on the charge of attempt- 
ing to pass a counterfeit 4 Bank of Eng- 
land note. Gross says he bought the coun- 
terfeit from a man and paid nearly $25 for 
it, believing it to be a genuine note. 

Yesterday morning he tried to exchange 
it for United States money at the office of 
William C. Clark & Sons, in the Tribune 
Building. The clerk recognized it at once 
as counterfeit and notified the Secret Ser- 
vice office, in the Post Office Building. 
The agent in charge, William J. Flynn, 
arrested Gross. 

In default of bail the prisoner was locked 
up in Ludlow Street Jail. This is the first 
time in many years that a counterfeit of 
a Bank of England note has a red here. 
The note is well executed, and the Secret 
Service men are seeking to trace its source.

"DIVER ANSWERS A CHARGE. 


Mr. Foley Says the ex-Judge Left In- 
dicted Followers to Care for’ 


Themselves. 

A new phase in the fight of Councilman 
Thomas F. Foley against ex-Judge Patrick 
Divver for the Tammany léadership of the 
Second Assembly District developed yester- 
day. The Divverites accused Councilman 
Foley of making a statement to the effect 
that ex-Judge Divver in 1894 went to Cali-

The fact 
is that I had to go to California in 1804 
because my son_was critically ill The day 
previous to my departure I saw the District 
Attorney, who was then Col. Fellows, and 
asked him whether any of the men in my 
district were likely to be indicted. e 
told me that there was no danger, that no 
complaints had been received, and that I 
could go away with a clear conscience. 

“As I had to leave the city for Cali- 
fornia, as I said, on account of my son's 
illness, 1 went away, but before I left I 
told the men in charge of affairs in the 
aantne to notify me without delay in case 
anything append, and to spare no ex- 
pense in providing for the families of ac- 
cused men and looking after their interests. 
It so happened that eight of the Tammany 
workers were indicted in the district. Any 
fines in their cases were paid by the Div- 
ver Club. Three of them were sent to 
prison, and the wives of two of them were 
provided with employment. 

= Evens possible was done for these 
men, and no expense was spared in securing 
their release by the Divver Club.”’

“What became of them?” asked Ran- 
dolph Perkins, who represented the credit- 
ors. 

‘“* My dog Jack ate them,’’ said Mr. Peters 
in the same matier-of-fact tone in which 
he might have announced that Jack had 
eaten a piece of meat. 

‘When Mr. Perkins expressed doubt on the 
subject, Mr. Peters explained that his dog 
had an inordinate appetite for Russia 
leather, and chewed up every blank book he 
could find in order to get the binding. 

‘What sort of a dog is he?’”’ asked Mr.

Market action is passing through 4 
phase of relative quiet natural enough 
after the exaggerated movement prior 
and subsequent to the May panic. Gen- 


eral conditions continue highly favora- | 


ble but present few novel features— 
nothing dramatic to arrest attention or 
breed excitement. Rumors are plentiful 
enough and the time of year affords the 
crop rumormonger ample opportunity for 
the exercise of his fertile imagination, 
with the result that Wall Street is del- 
uged daily with doleful tales of hot 
winds here, insects ,there, and snow- 
storms betwixt, ruining the growing 
wheat and threatening disaster; but the 
price of wheat is clear 
such yarns, which receive attention from 
the credulous only. True, one day last 
week wheat manipulators’ in Chicago 
succeeded in- hoisting the July option to 
over 72 cents a bushel, but it at once 
receded to around 73 cents, and has 
not since risen above that level. 
Real’ information will be obtainable 
to-morrow when the Government’s 
Agricultural Department will issue 
its monthly report—probably showing 
some deterforation from the very high 
May 1 standard, but not enough to 
prevent the harvesting of a bountiful 
crop. Conditions. also foreshadow at 
least a fair, possibly a large, cotton crop. 
Of corn it is yet too early to gather au- 
thentic statistics, but there is no reason 
to apprehend any falling off. The effect 
of crop rumors on the security market 
has not been very influential, though to 
some extent a factor deterrent to ad- 
vance—even the suspicion of. uncertainty 
having some bearing on values. 


Speculation is dull, but still presents 
the notable feature of ready activity in 
any stock or stocks affected by favoring 
news, with corresponding inaction to op- 
posite tendencies. In Wall Street phras- 
eology the market is “easy to bull and 
hard to bear.’ Declines so far result in 
stagnation, while the response to any 
fair buying demand~-is prompt and ef- 
fective. All of which confirms the view 
that the floating supply of securities is 
scanty and strongly held—reduced and 
concentrated by the wholesale sweep of 
the panic—while investment holdings re- 
main quiescent, undisturbed by attempts 
to create fear, confident in the outcome 
of events. 

This period of quiet waiting is by no 
means to be deplored, for the nervous 
strain of incessant activity is not with-. 
out some bad effect. A market swingffi: 
quietly within a narrow range affords 
to all concerned opportunity for reflec- 
tion—unharassed by the din and doubt 
inseparable from the “ boiling ’’ market, 
when the unscrupulous manipulator is in 
his glory and the craziest fiction finds 
ready acceptance. 

Prevailing coOnditions are normal and 
healthy—conducive to intelligent invest- 
ment and judicious speculation. Nor can 
a clear-headed observer. fail to perceive 
how natural conditions inexorably assert 
themselves through all the uncertainties 
of the speculative and technical posi- 
tions. Stock after stock is seen to ap- 
proach its earning power level, either at 
an advance from unwarrantable cheap- 
ness or a shrinkage from unwarrantable 
inflation—in the long run earning-power 
level must be arrived at. And when 
earnings are’ honestly reported and can 
be fairly estimated for a reasonable fut- 
ure period, investment is reduced to 
pretty near certainty—never so, wf 
course, with speculation which aims at 
immediate results. Hence the current 
market, being based on natural condi- 
tions of singular strength, presents a 
much, easier problem for solution than 
is the rule. The broad, simple facts upon 
which it rests and which have been so 
often recited—crops, export trade, rail- 
road earnings, political and financial sta- 
bility—forbid any extended bear cam- 
paign and permit owners to view with 
indifference such reactions as may be 
due to profit taking and short selling; 
for so long as these conditions are main- 
tained they must govern, and against 
them the rumormonger and the manipu- 
lator are uninfluential save for trifling 
and fleeting effect, 

That this is the true state of affairs is 
illustrated day by day, for few securi- 
ties are offered for sale except the al- 
ways present speculative holdings that 
have garned the expected profit or suf- 
fered “stop order” shrinkage, and the 
“short” stock always put out on any 
advance by the professionals who make 
it a business to “ play for reactions.” It 
is this paucity of offerings which keeps 
a dull market strong and which makes 
activity coincident with advances only, 


The /present relations of foreign mar- 
kets to New York are novel and interest- 
ing. London is bewildered at the doings 
‘of American financiers and watches Mr. 
Morgan’s movements with an anxiety 


that has something of the ludicrous in 


it. His goings and comings are chroni- 
cled with a fullness heretofore reserved 
for royalty, and to read the columns of 
the English and French press it might 
be imagined that the United States 
threatens the very existence of European 
society. The effect of this sentiment 
plainly perceptible in the security mar- 
kets. In London the department for 
American stocks has for some time been 
the only centre of activity, but with 
this masked distinction as compared 
with former times: it follows, does not 
lead, New York. . 
Explanation is simple enough. Eng- 
lish holdings of American stocks, the 
accumulation of over forty years, have 
been in/ large measure liquidated. This 
is true also of Continental holdings. The 
bulk of American securities now held 
abroad has shrunk to dimensions too 
all to be a controlling factor, and the 
London market for them finds its chief 


suse now as a speculative annex to the 


New York Stock Exchange, it being no- 
torious that London quotations are now 
largely made by manipulative transac- 
tions from this side for effect upon the 


New York market. Hence, when Lon, 


‘don is reported as a large seller~as it 


frequently is—the inference is inevitable 
that such sales must be largely for short 
account, a view confirmed by the rapid 
shifting to the purchasing side which 
now almost invariably follows such sales, 


This explains the comparative indiffer- 
ence to London quotations exhibited 


each morning at our opening. But it 
must also be noted that the same gen-

CLASS FOR ABSTAINERS 


President Alexander Grants the 
Request of Well-Known Men. 








Benefits for Policy Holders Under the 
Segregation Plan—Actuary Van 
Cise’s Statement. x 





The Equitable Life Assurance Society has 
established a total abstinence class of pol- 
icy holders, as the consequence of @ pe- 
tition presented to President Alexander. 

The signatures attached to the petition 
include those of John Wanamaker, ex-Gov. 
Larrabee of Iowa, Senator Frye of Maine, 
Dr. Edward Everett Hale, ex-Mayor Hew- 
itt, Senator Tillman of South Carolina, the 
Rev. A. P. Doyle, Dr. William Hayes Ward, 
Booker T. Washington, Anthony Comstock, 
Joshua Levering, ex-Senator Peffer of Kan- 
sas, the Rev. Dr. Silas C. Swallow, Bishop 
H. M. Turner, and I, K. Funk. 

The petition recites that “there is a 
wide variation between the ratio of actual 
to expected deaths in the case of total 
abstainers as compared with those who 
make use of intoxicating liquors as a bev- 
efage.’’ The petition continues: 

‘We further represent that the large 
insurance companies of the United States 
do not issue policies of insurance to total 
abstainers in a separate section from that 
of those who drink,.as has been’ done for 
years by European assurance concerns; 
that total abstainers are thereby compelled 
to pay large sums of money in premiums 
caused by the increased proportion of 
deaths among drinking men in those com- 
panies.”’ 

The petitioners then ask that the several 
forms of insurance policies be issued ‘in 


two sections, one of which shall be con- 
fined to policies on the lives of persons 
who do not make use of intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage, in order that this class 
may receive the benefits of increased divi- 
dends to be derived from their habit of ab- 
stinence.”’ 

Actuary Van Cise of the Equitable, speak- 
ing yesterday of the newly establ shed 
total abstinence class of oe d holders, 
said that while the Equitable was not a 
temperance society and was not segregatin 
all of its policy holders who are tota 
abstainers, the society would put in this 
new class any successful applicant for in- 
surance who declared that he had been a 
total abstainer from the use as a beverage 
of alcoholic liquors, including wine, beer 
and fermented cider, and as a condition of 
membership in this ‘class agreed to remain 
a total abstainer as long as his policy is in 
force, any surplus eyporitones to the policy 
being based upon the experience of the 
society on policies belonging to the total 
abstinence class.

HONDURAS COMPANY’S SUIT. 


Gen. Tracy Gives Further Testimony 
Regarding the Formation of the 
Honduras Syndicate. 


The hearing of the suit brought by the 
Honduras Company of New York to compel 
the Honduras Syndicate to surrender cer- 
tain concessions it had secured from the 
Honduras Government was resumed yes- 
terday at the office of Corbin & Corbin, 
Jersey City. As at the previous hearing 
Gen. B. F. Tracy was the only witness, and 
his examination was again conducted by 
Jacob R. Shipherd. 

In response to questions as to the signing 
of the papers incorporating the syndicate 
Gen. Tracy said he had had a general con- 
versation with Mr. Jennings of the law 


firm of Stetson, Jennings & Russell, coun- 
sel for the company, in relation to the mat- 
ter, but he could not remember the de- 
tails. He recollected, however, that in his 
opinion the charter was impracticable. Dif- 
ficulties which he suggested ardse, and Mr. 
Shipherd cropped out. It was some time 
after this that the syndicate was formed 
to secure the concessions desired from the 
Honduras Government. 

Gen. Tracy said that when he joined the 
company he re it to be merely a 
projected organization. He learned subse- 
quently that it had been in existence six 
months when he became interested in it. 
After the syndicate was formed $50,000 was 
paid to Mr. Shipherd as a matter of equity 
because it was thought the formation of 
the company was the outgrowth of the 
work he had done. 

Mr. Ghipherd then said he would like to 
examine Gen. Tracy upon the ethical ques- 
tion of the obligation of one member of a 
partnership to another, and upon that line 
Gen. Tracy was subjected to a prolonged 
examination. The case then went over for 
two weeks. 


IMPORTS OF THE JAPANESE. 


In Machinery, Locomotives, and Other

Week Shows Further Buying Along 
Lines of Recent Activity. 








Mr. Phipps’s Large Purchases—Latest 
Sales by Brokers—Complete List 
of Auction Offerings. 





What may be termed supplementary pur- 
‘ghases in various sections by men already 
interested in those sections have contrib- 
uted a number of fair-sized transactions 
during the last week, and have made the 
decline in the volume of general business 
appear perhaps a little less marked. 

Henry Phipps, already the owner of a 
residence site of nine lots at Highty-sev- 
enth Street and six lots at Ninety-sixth 
Street, showed further confidence in upper 
Fitth Avenue by buying a plot of twelve 
lots at One Hundred and Second Street, 
bringing the total amount of his invest- 
ments in that section well above the one- 
million-dollar mark. Mr. Phipps’s pur- 
chase at One Hundred and Second Street 
was, indeed, more of a surprise than that 
at Ninety-sixth Street. That the section 
of the avenue immediately south of the 
Mount Sinai -Hospital property, at One 
Hundredth Street, is to be devoted to fine 
residences, there seems to be doubt, but the 
future of the ten blocks between One Hun- 
dredth and One Hundred and Tenth Streets 
is yet wholly to be determined. Purchases 
there “for improvement’’ have been re- 
ported with sufficient frequency, but the 
improvements have not yet materialized. 
It may be noted, however, that the control 
of the greater part of this half mile facing 
the Park is in strong hands, what with 
Mr. Phipps’s acquisition at One Hundred 
and Second Street, the recent sale of the 
Gebhard block, One Hundred and Seventh 


to One Hundred and Eighth Street, and 
the purchases two years ago by D. O. Mills 
and other wealthy men, covering nearly all 
of the property between One Hundred and 
Third and One Hundred and Sixth Streets. 

Another one of these supplementary pur- 
chases was that of 15 Broadway by Will- 
iam H. Mairs. It is something over ten 
years since Mr. Mairs bought the Stevens 
House parcel. Subsequently he got the ad- 
joining Johnson property, 17 and 19 Broad- 
Way; about a year and a half ago the 
Lichtenstein estate sold 13 Broadway to 


him, and with No. 15 _he now controls 
eve thing from Morris Street south to the 
Bowling Green Building—a plot of some- 


thing over 25,000 square feet. Plans for its 
improvement have not yet matured. With 
the new Maritime Building now in course 
of construction, and other tall structures 
xromised for the Broadway and Beaver 
treet corner owned by the Produce’ Ex- 
change Bank, and for the Battery Place 
block front between Greenwich and Wash- 
ington Streets, it would seem that the de- 
mand for office space in the neighborhood 
ef Bowling Green, occasioned by the re- 
moval of the Custom House, has not been 
underestimated. 

Speculative builders are still picking up

‘mand is good for modern high-class dwell- 


ings. The rebuilding of the Madison Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church property, at Fif- 
ty-third Street, will be begun by Gilbert C. 

Brown, who acquired a single lot on the 
corner from the Central Realty Bond and 
Trust Company for $100,000. Jeremiah C. 
Lyons will build on a lot on the north side 
of Seventy-eighth Street, between Fifth 
and Madison Avenues, and W. W. & T. M, 
Hall secured a site at 14 East Sixty-third 
Street. 

The Central Realty Company rounded out 
its holdings. at Central Park West and 
Sixty-fourth Street by buying two inside 
lots on the avenue, and now controls a plot 
100 by 125 at that point. On Washington 
Heights Isaac H.¥ Clothier, who recently 
bought on the north side of One Hundred 
and Seventy-first Street, between Eleventh 
Avenue and Broadway, took the adjoining 
lots on the south side of One Hundred and 
Seventy-second Street and now owns the 
entire block.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg’”’ stands for mort- 
gage and “RS’”’ for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law provjdes that stamps shall be placed 
on all conveyances at the rate of 50 cents for 
each $500 of consideration. This ‘ considera- 
tion’? has been held to mean only the equity 
above the mortgage, except in the rare cases 
where the purchaser assumes payment of the 
mortgage.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


FREIGHT DISCRIMINATION. 


Charged that Western Roads Are 
Making Rates Prejudicial to New 
York’s Best Interests. 


Special to. The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, Il., June 8.—Serious charges 
of discrimination have been made -by 
W. L. McCarthy, Commissioner of the New 
York Freight and Transportation Bureau, 
against the Western roads. Mr. McCarthy 


said: 

‘“‘Every instance in which. the Western 
classification has been changed to read 
‘ mixed car loads’ is a direct discrimination 


ainst’ the City of New York, since 
all rates to Western Joints are made on 
the official classification, which does not 
permit mixing cars to the Mississippi River, 
and this increases the distributing power 
of every jobbing house on a line drawn 
from St. Paul through —— and St. 
Louis; or, in other words, all cities on the 
west bank of the Mississippi. 

‘“‘Such moves as these are drawing the 
lines around the sea of distribution of 
New York more and more closely, and we 








should have the co-operation of mer- 
chants there to fight’ just such proposi- 
tions which are @iriving freight to Western 


distributing centres. The only thing to do 
now is to protest against the changes 
which are to take effect Aug. 1. 

“They have been efected through influ- 
ence brought to bear on the railroads by 
the St. Louis, Kansas, City and Chicago 
tariff bureaus, which the merchants of 
these cities support to obtain such results 
as this in the equalization of rates and 
classification of their geographical situa- 
tions.’

EARLY SUMMER DOINGS 
AT NATION'S CAPITAL 


Representative Richardson Likely 
to Again Lead the Minority. 


elhnceninnnenennentins 
Alarm Over Proposed Enforcement of 
Personal Tax Law—Changes in Ho- 
tel Customs—Wonders of Bo- 
tanical Gardens.

WASHINGTON, June 8-—TIt is rather 
early in the year, and too warm to talk 
politics seriously, but there are politicians 
here who do not find it too early or too 
warm to anticipate the contentions of next 
Winter and to discuss such immaterial 
propositions as who shall be leader of the 
minority in the House. Such impression as 
exists favors the selection of the minority 
leader in the Fifty-sixth Congress, Repre- 
sentative James D. Richardson of Tennes- 
see. Now that Mr. Bailey has been trans- 
lated to the Senate, Mr. Richardson's 
strongest opponent has been removed to a 
serene and superior atmosphere, where he 
will take only a perfunctory and languid 
interest in anything that concerns the 
House of Representatives. He may fall 
into the Senatorial habit of usurping the 
prerogatives of the House just as if the 
Constitution was an impertinence when 
invoked for the protection of a mere Rep- 
resentative. 

The suggestion that Mr. Richardson will 
be the leader seems to be quite as prophetic 
as a more formal prediction, for the minori- 
ty must choose him for lack of his better. 
There can be little doubt that Mr. Hender- 
gon will be re-elected Speaker, but there 
js increasing doubt as to whether he will 
lead a solid Republican majority. It may 
be solid enough to elect a Speaker, but 
there is some concern lest Mr. Henderson 
“will not be called upon, as soon as he has 
been elected, to administer discipline to 
Representative Babcock of Wisconsin for 
venturing to advocate the adjustment of 
sthe schedules of the tariff to changed con- 
ditions of trade. The intimation is thrown 
out by men who dislike Mr. Babcock’s 
‘* heresy’ that he must be deposed from 
his place as a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee,’ which will afford him 


some opportunity to obtain a report on his 
s eeentebr eet tariff measure, and the right to 
' dispose of time on the floor so that his side 
of the question shall not be neglected. It 
is considered highly probable that Mr. Bab- 
cock will be found ready to sustain the 
President’s position upon the question of 
reciprocity. That course will again provoke 
the strict protection members to assume 
the apparently disloyal attitude of resist- 
ance to the policy of the President ag ex- 
pressed in the Dingley law, under which 
were made the reciprocity treaties that a 
Republican Senate has thus far refused to 
consider. The task of the Democratic lead- 
er ought to be easy. It is “up to the 
majority to maintain peace in the Repub- 
lican ranks. A judicious Democratic leader 
might fan the embers of Republican dis- 
sension to decided Democratic and popular 


advantage. ++ 


One of the attractions of Washington to 
some of the: people who have chosen this 
city as a residence has been the absence of 
a personal taxation law. The Tax Assessur 
has put real estate down for half its share 
of the burden of taxation, the Government 
share being provided for by Congress. The 
tax rate has been large enough, but waen 
real property had been required to bear its 
share of the burden of maintenance every- 
thing else was safe. As a matter of fact, 
the retired officers, retired business men, 
literary persons seeking the advantages of 
study and association to be found here, 
might have known that there was a law 
hanging over them that could be invoked 
at any time to require them to pay addi- 
tional taxes upon their personal property. 
The subject has been much discussed, from

This tax is 
to be at the rate of $1.50 per $100. _Sched- 
ules not ,returned before Aug. 1 subject 
the ownef of personal.estate to a penalty 
of 50 per cent. The returns call for an ac- 
counting as to stocks and bonds, household 
chattels, including almost everything a man 
ov woman must own to be at all comforta- 
ble, vessels, goods in stock, capital stock, 
and goods held in trust. There are exemp- 
tions, of course, which are not likely to 
make the imposition of the tax less popular. 

While the Attorney for the District con- 
siders the law enforceable, the Assessor 
disagrees with him on legal and economic 
considerations. He considers it just as in- 
equitable as would be a poll tax, and de- 
clares that it would not reach a large part 
of the population of members of Congress, 
retired army and navy officers, and retired 
politicians. As the population of the Dis- 
trict is pretty nearly 300,000, and the Gov- 
ernment and legislative part of it is only 
about 30,000, the argument of the Assessor 
may not be accepted as conclusive as 
against the opinion of the Attorney for the 
District.

The closing for the Summer of what is 
still known as the Chamberlin Hotel has 
directed atention to a changed condition 
of things in Washington. About twenty 
years ago it was quite the custom to close 
several of the larger hotels for a time 
during the long recess following a short 
session of Congress, as the number of vis- 
itors, much larger for office-seeking pur- 
poses than it is now, was reduced, and 
there was not enough business to justify 
keeping open doors.and employing a force 
of servants. The hotels along Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue that.closed erected partitions 
across the main hall and permited access 
to the bar, the only part of the hotel that 
for months was remunerative. Smaller 


hotels, in more remote sections, closed 
altogether. Several of the proprietors were 
managers in the Summer of hotels at 
Worthern points, the Thousand Islands, 
' Lake George, or elsewhere, and they simply 
. f#ransferred their Washington servants to 
j those places, thus preventing their trained 
-tmployes from becoming scattered. 
} Ali the proprietors of hotels on the 
;tAmerican plan groan over the prospect 
‘for the Summer. One of them said a day 
_ or two ago that he had never known Wash- 
Bf fu on to be so neglected by sight-seeing 
“wisitors at this season, the most charming 
of the year at the capital. But it is evi- 
dent that Washington is not deserted by

A proposition was made some time 
ago to cut a straight avenue through the 
Mall from the foot of the hill on which the 
Capitol stands westward to the Washing- 
ton Monument. The “vista” to be thus

It was the custom of the late Charles A. 
Dana to visit this city occasionally, and to 
spend the entire day that he gave to sight- 
seeing in looking over the trees of the city 
with William R. Smith,-m charge of the 
Botanical Gardens. Mr. Dana said of Mr. 
Smith that he knew more about trees than 
any half-dozen men of Mr. Dana’s ac- 
quaintance. Mr. Smith has in his gardens 
a number of ‘historically ihferesting trees. 
There is a Kentucky oak grown from an 
acorn planted by John J. Crittenden, and a 
story goes with this information about the 
intimacy that existed between Crittenden, 
Robert Mallory, and John A. Bingham of 
Ohio. Not far from the Crittenden oak is 
an American elm grown from one planted 
by George Washington at the time he laid 
the cornerstone of the Capitol. Workmen 
killed the tree while excavating for the 
architectural terrace at the west front. Mr. 
Smith propogated the new elm from the 


old roots, and the new tree was planted 
where it is by Senator James B. Beck of 
Kentucky. While Jéfferson Davis was Sec- 
retary of War his wife gave Mr. Smit 
some seed of the Monterey cypress, from 
which was eo a fine specimen near 
the end of the greenhouse. Two specimens 
of the bald variety of cypress are named 
“Forney ’’ and “ Forrest,’”’ one planted by 
John W. Forney, an editor, and the other 
by Edwin Forrest, the actor, thirty-five 
years ago. A Chinese tree was grown from 
seed obtained at the grave of Confucius, 
and was presented to the garden by Charlies 
A. Dana ard planted by Representative 
Amos J. Cummings fifteen years ago. 
Among other well-known tree planters who 
have left their names here are Thaddeus 
Stevens, the late Senator Bayard, who 
planted en English oak; Proctor Knott, 
Daniel W. Voorhees, J. 8S. C. Blackburn, 
Lot M. Morrill, and Justin 8S. Morrill, who 
planted winged elms thirty years ago; 
Senator Hoar and Senator Evarts, and 
some more recent arrivals in Washington. 
There is a Carolina poplar that is jnterest- 
ing as the parent of 80,000 other poplars 
living in many, States of the Union.

LOBSTER PRIZES MAKE FUN 


Henry and Merwin Receive the Duffers’ 
Award—Lively Sport on the 
Knollwood Club Links. 


Over fifty members of the New York 
Stock Exchange took a holiday yesterday 
and spent it in chasing the elusive golf ball 
over the links of the Knollwood Country 
Club near White Plains. The event was the 
fifth annual handicap tournament of the 
Stock Exchange golfers, and a big delega- 
tion of brokers was on hand to see the 
fun. Many of the competitors were badly 
caught on the bunkers, and it was clear 
that they could surmount panicky condi- 
tions in the Street far easier than the ar- 
tificial hazards and the miniature lake 
which had to be driven over to reach 
the twelfth hole. There was a lot of genial 
guying of bad scores in the clubhouse at 
the close of the match and the recipients 
of the two lobster prizes had to buy their 
way into the good graces of the fun- 
loving members. 

The prize for the best net score was won 
by R. P. Worrall, who turned in the score 
of 74 strokes from 18 handicap. Next to 
him came Charles B, Macdonald with 75 
strokes, but as his score was made from 
scratch, it gave him the cup for the lowest 
gross score and incidentaJly the honors of 
the contest. Macdonald was the only 
seratch competitor, and it is the first time 
he has appeared in a Stock Exchange event 
since the first meeting five years ago on 
the same links. At that time both he and 
Henry P. Toler started at the absurd figure 
of plus six and Macdonald beat Toler a 
stroke in 92. Toler was also a competitor 
yesterday, so reminiscences of earlier golf 
days were pleasantly revived, but Toler 
was 13 strokes worse than Macdonald, 
taking 88, and was allowed 5 handicap. 
Macdonald’s score came within one stroke 
of the record for the links—84 strokes, 
held jointly by Travis and Charles Seeley, 


the recent runner-up for the metropolitan 
championship. 

Besides these two prizes for low scores 
there were two for their extremes, and 
the winners were known for the rest of 
the day as the lobster golfers of Wall 
Street. E. P. Merwin, Jr., carried off the 
doubtful honor of the worst net score, 118 
from 18 handicap, while Douglas Henry 
distinguished himself by making the worst 
actual score of the day, taking 130 strokes 
for the 18 holes, and he also received a 
booby gift. 

Thirty-eight golfers finished the event. 
Last year forty-four completed the round, 
and the low score prize was won by A. L. 
Norris, who is now champion of the Dyker 
Meadow Club, Brooklyn. Yesterday he 
needed 90.

Ty He was fifth on the list in this 
contest, taking 90 from scratch with 8 
handicap.
